year or portion thereof, the creditor, in violation of Section 5-19-22, has engaged in 


the business of making consumer loans or taking assignments of consumer credit 
contracts without first having obtained a license, but in no event shall a civil 


penalty exceed one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000). All civil penalties shall 


be paid into the special fund set up by the State Treasurer pursuant to Section 
5-2A-20 and used in the supervision and examination of licensees. After obtaining 


the required license, and paying the civil penalty prescribed by this subsection, the 
creditor may bring and maintain proceedings in the courts of this state on consum- 
er credit transaction contracts, and the enforceability of the contracts shall not be 
impaired by the prior failure to obtain a license, irrespective of whether the con- 
sumer credit transaction contracts were made before or after the license was 
obtained. No private cause of action exists against a creditor for failing to obtain a 
license required by Section 5-19-22. 


"(c) Except for the specific remedies and obligations provided in subsection 


(a) with respect to excess finance charges, or subsection (b) with respect to 
licensing, in which event the remedy and obligations set forth in subsection (a) or 


(b), as applicable, shall apply, any provision of a consumer credit transaction 
which violates this chapter shall be unenforceable by the creditor to the extent, but 


only to the extent, of the violation, and the other remaining provisions and 
agreements shall be enforceable and shall not be void and shall not be affected by 


the violation. Except as provided in subsection (a), any creditor who fails to 
comply with any requirement imposed under this chapter with respect to any 
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person is liable to the person only for the actual economic damages sustained by 
the person as the result of the failure. Except as set forth in subsection (a), no 
action may be brought by the debtor under this section based upon a violation of 
any provision of this chapter more than two years after the date the violation 
occurred; provided, however, this limitation shall not bar a debtor from asserting a 
violation of this chapter in an action brought by the creditor, as a matter of defense 
by recoupment or setoff in such action, if otherwise allowed by law. 


"(d) A creditor or assignee has no liability to the debtor for any violation of 
this chapter if, prior to receipt of written notice from the debtor of a violation, the 
creditor or assignee notifies the debtor of the violation and makes whatever 
adjustments in the appropriate account, or payments to the debtor, as are 
necessary to assure that the debtor will not be required to pay an amount in 
excess of the charges permitted by this chapter. 


“(e) An oral statement shall not be admissible to contradict the provisions of 
a credit transaction document, unless the debtor establishes by clear and convinc- 
ing evidence that the oral statement was made and that it constituted a misrepre- 
sentation of a material fact relating to the character or essential terms of the 
transaction that was made principally to induce the debtor to sign the document 


and upon which the debtor reasonably relied in signing the document or entering 
into the transaction. This subsection (e) shall not apply to credit transaction 


documents in effect on the effective date of this act nor to causes of action that 
arise therefrom; nor shall this subsection apply to any credit transaction 
documents not covered by this chapter. 


“(f) A consumer credit transaction does not create or give rise to or create a 
fiduciary duty on the part of the creditor. 


"§5-19-20. 


"(a) With respect to any consumer credit transaction, the creditor shall not 
require any insurance other than insurance against loss of or damage to any 
property in which the creditor is given a security interest and insurance insuring 
the lien of the creditor on the property which is collateral for said the transaction. 


"(b)(1) Credit life and disability and involuntary unemployment eempensation 
insurance may be offered and, if accepted, may be provided by the creditor. The 
charge to the debtor for any-sueh the insurance shall not exceed the autherized 
premium permitted for suek the coverages. Insurance with respect to any credit 
transaction shall not exceed the approximate amount and term of the credit. 


"(2) This subdivision (2) applies to all consumer credit transactions entered 
into 30 days after the effective date of this act. If the consumer credit transaction 
is scheduled to be repaid in substantially equal installments which include a 
portion of the amount financed, the amount of credit life insurance at any time 
shall not exceed the greater of the approximate unpaid balance of the debt, 
excluding unearned finance charges, if any, or the approximate unpaid scheduled 
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balance of the debt, excluding unearned finance charges, if any, plus the amount 
of one scheduled payment. The amount of credit life insurance on single payment 
consumer credit transactions and the amount of accident and health insurance 
and involuntary unemployment insurance shall not exceed the approximate 
amount of the total of payments. The amount of credit life insurance under an 
open-end credit plan shall not exceed the approximate unpaid balance of the debt 
from time to time. The debtor’s estate or a named beneficiary shall be entitled to 
any excess credit life insurance benefit. 


"(c) If the debtor fails to provide any required property insurance, the creditor 
may, but is not required to, purchase insurance insuring its interest only, or with 
the debtor's written consent, insuring both the creditor's interest and the debtor's 
interest, and the premium for the property insurance together with interest on the 
premium at the contract rate or other rate agreed to in writing may be charged by 
the creditor to the debtor. The premium charged to the debtor for any insurance 
shall not exceed the premium approved by the administrator or the rates filed by 
the insurer with the Alabama Department of Insurance for the insurance, as 
applicable. If the insurance insures only the creditor's interest in the property, the 
term of the insurance provided pursuant to this subsection shall not exceed the 
approximate remaining term of the credit, and the amount of insurance shall not 
exceed the approximate amount of the unpaid balance of the debt excluding 
unearned finance charges, if any. The administrator may promulgate regulations 
pursuant to Section 5-19-21 to provide further for the term and maximum permissi- 
ble amount of insurance which covers the creditor's interest in the property. 


“(d) The premium for nonfiling insurance, insuring the lien of the creditor on 
any property which is collateral for the consumer credit transaction, may not 
exceed the cost of filing of a lien on the property and any document necessary to 
continue the lien and is nonrefundable. The insurance may be required in both 
purchase money and nonpurchase money secured transactions. A creditor may 
not charge a debtor the cost of filing the lien and a premium for nonfiling insurance 


in a consumer credit transaction. 


{b}(e) If a creditor requires any insurance permitted against loss of or 
damage to any property in which the creditor is given a security interest, hereipin 
any-eredittransactien, the debtor shall have and be given written notice of the 


option of obtaining the insurance through a person of the debtor’s choice. If the 
debtor does not exercise the option of providing suek the insurance through an 
existing policy or a policy independently obtained and paid 1id for by the debtor, andif 
the-debter-dees net exercise the option provided-herein, the creditor may 
purchase the insurance on the property and charge the premium for the insurance 


to the debtor. The premium or premiums charged for such required insurance 
shall be reasenable in-relation to the-ameount-and-term-ofthe-eredit not exceed the 


premium approved by the administrator or the rates filed by the insurer with the 


Alabama Department of Insurance, as applicable. The creditor may, for reason- 
able cause befere-ereditis-extended, decline the insurance provided by the 


debtor. 
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{e}(f) When property insurance, as permitted herein, is required by the 
creditor, and is not furnished by the debtor, as-herein-previded and is purchased 
by the creditor, then upon renewal, refinancing, or payment of the debt before the 
final maturity date, the creditor shall refund or credit the debtor shalt be-entitledte 
receive with that portion of the premium refunded by the insurance carrier upon 


the termination of the i insurance. lg A a iP ea 


"td}(g) A creditor may not contract for or receive a separate charge for 
insurance against loss of or damage to property or against liability for property 
damage or personal injuries unless the original amount financed ereriginat 
prineipat exclusive of the charges for insurance is $806-00 three hundred dollars 
($300) or more and the value of the property is three hundred dollars ($300.90) or 
more. 


"(h) In no event shall the creditor have any responsibility or liability for the 
failure to purchase any insurance permitted by this section unless the creditor has 
affirmatively undertaken in writing to purchase the insurance. 


“(i) A creditor may offer and finance any other insurance in connection with 


any consumer credit transaction upon such terms as are authorized by regulation 
of the administrator. 


"§5-19-21. 


(a) The administrator is authorized and empowered to make-sueh+eason- 
able promulgate rules and regulations and official interpretations (collectively 
“regulations") as may be necessary or appropriate for the execution and enforce- 
ment of the-previsions-of this chapter. The administrator or, if authorized by 
regulation, the administrator's designee, or both, may also issue written 
interpretations of consumer finance statutes and regulations and this chapter. 


"(b)(1) Prior to the adoption, amendment, or repeal of any regulation, the 
administrator shall give at least 35 days’ notice of its intended action by filing 
notice of intended action with the Legislative Reference Service for publication in 
the Alabama Administrative Monthly. The date of publication in the Alabama 
Administrative Monthly shall constitute the date of notice. The notice shall include 
a statement of either the terms or substance of the intended action or a descrip- 
tion of the subject and issues involved, shall specify a notice period ending not 
less than 35 days or more than 90 days from the date of the notice, during which 
period interested persons may present their views thereon, and shall specify the 


place where, and the manner in which interested persons may present their views 
thereon. 


"(2) All interested persons shall have a reasonable opportunity to submit 
data, views, or arguments, orally or in writing. The administrator shall consider all 
written and oral submissions respecting the proposed regulation. Upon adoption 
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of a regulation, the administrator, if conflicting views are submitted on the 
proposed regulation and if requested in writing to do so by an interested person 
prior to adoption, shall issue a concise statement of the principal reasons for and 
against its adoption, incorporating therein its reasons for overruling any 
considerations urged against its adoption. 


"(3) Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter to the contrary, if the 
administrator finds that an immediate danger to the public health, safety, or 
welfare requires adoption of a regulation upon fewer than 35 days’ notice or that 
action is required by or to comply with a federal statute or regulation which 
requires adoption of a regulation upon fewer than 35 days’ notice and states in 
writing its reasons for that finding, it may proceed without prior notice or hearing or 
upon any abbreviated notice and hearing that it finds practicable, to adopt an 
emergency regulation. The regulation shall become effective immediately, unless 
otherwise stated therein. The regulation may be effective for a period of not 
longer than 120 days unless within such time the administrator complies with the 
procedures set forth in subsections (b)(1) and (b)(2). The adoption of the same or 
a substantially similar regulation following the procedures set forth in subsections 
(b)(1) and (b)(2) at any time is not limited by the adoption of a regulation following 
the emergency regulation procedure set forth in this subsection. 


"(4) A person who has exhausted all administrative remedies available 
within the State Banking Department, other than rehearing, and who is aggrieved 
by a final decision of the administrator with respect to a regulation, is entitled to 
judicial review under this chapter. All proceedings for review shall be instituted by 
filing of notice of appeal or review and a cost bond with the administrator to cover 
the reasonable costs of preparing the transcript of the proceeding under review, 
unless waived by the administrator or the court on a showing of substantial 
hardship. The notice of appeal and cost bond must be filed within 42 days after 
the date the administrator issued its final regulation. The appeal shall be filed in 
the circuit court of Montgomery County. The regulation will be in effect pending 
the outcome of any appeal unless the administrator stays the effective date of the 
regulation. 


"(c) As to transactions entered into after the effective date of this act, a 
creditor shall have no liability under this chapter for any act or practice done or 
omitted in conformity with any (i) regulation of the administrator, or (ii) any rule, 
regulation, interpretation, or approval of any applicable Alabama or federal agency 
or any opinion of the Attorney General, notwithstanding that after such act_or 
omission has occurred, the regulation, rule, interpretation, opinion, or approval is 
amended, rescinded, or determined by judicial or other authority to be invalid for 
any reason; provided, however, that any interpretation or opinion issued after the 
effective date of this act shall not have any effect on any litigation pending on the 
effective date of this act_nor shall any interpretation or opinion issued after the 


effective date of this act have any effect on litigation if issued subsequent to filing 
of the litigation. The enactment of this act shall have no effect on interpretations 


or opinions issued prior to the effective date of this act. 
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“(d) A creditor, acting in conformity with a written interpretation or approval 
by the administrator or the administrator’s designee, or by the official in charge of 
any applicable Alabama agency or department, or by an official of any federal 
agency or department, shall be presumed to have acted in accordance with 
applicable law, notwithstanding that after such act has occurred, the interpretation 
or approval is amended, rescinded, or determined by judicial or other authority to 
be incorrect or invalid for any reason. 


"(e) Interpretations, opinions, and approvals shall protect, to the extent 


provided in subsections (c) and (d), as applicable, both the creditor at whose 
request they were issued and any other creditor in a materially like circumstance. 


"§5-19-22. 


"(a) No creditor having a place of business in Alabama, or having a resident 
employee in Alabama whose employment includes making consumer loans or 


taking assignments of consumer credit contracts shall engage in the business of 
making consumer loans or taking assignments of consumer credit contracts 


without first having obtained a license for each location in Alabama from the 


administrator; provided, however, that_a creditor having no place of business in 
Alabama but having a resident employee in Alabama whose employment includes 
making consumer loans or taking assignments of consumer credit contracts shall 
obtain a license for the location where the creditor maintains its records regarding 
Alabama loans or Alabama consumer credit contracts; and provided further, that, 
banks chartered by this state or any other state, banks chartered by the United 
States, trust companies, savings or building and loan associations, savings banks 
and other thrift institutions, credit unions, life insurance companies, and federally 
constituted agencies shall be exempt from sueh licensing. A seller, with respect to 
consumer credit sale transactions and the financing of charges permitted by this 
chapter, is not required to be licensed under this chapter. 


“(b) The license application shall be in writing, under oath, in the form 
prescribed by the administrator, and shalt be accompanied by an investigation fee 


of one hundred dollars ($100-68). 


"(c) Upon receipt of the application and investigation fee, the administrator 
shall investigate the applicant and determine whether the license should be issued 
or denied. 


"(d) No license shall be issued unless the administrator determines that the 
financial responsibility, character, and fitness of the applicant, and of the members 
thereof if the applicant is a partnership or association, officers and directors 
thereof if the applicant is a corporation are such as to warrant belief that the 
business will be operated honestly and fairly within the purpose of this chapter and 
finds that the applicant has assets available for the operation of business under 
this chapter of at least twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000-08). 


“(e) Upon written request, the applicant is entitled to a hearing on the 
question of his qualifications for a license if: 
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"(1) The administrator has notified the applicant in writing that his the 
application has been denied; or 


"(2) The administrator has not issued a license within 60 days after the 
application for the license was filed. 


“A request for a hearing may not be made more than 15 days after the 
administrator has mailed by certified mail a writing to the applicant notifying him 
that the application has been denied stating in substance the administrator's 
findings supporting denial of the application. 


"(f) Any person licensed under the Alabama Small Loan Act may engage in 
business under the Alabama Small Loan Act, but shall not make loans in excess 
of seven hundred forty-nine dollars ($749.00) unless such person is also licensed 
under this chapter. The payment of the license and examination fees required by 
this chapter shall be in lieu of the license and examination fees required by the 
Alabama Small Loan Act when the licensee is also licensed under the Alabama 
Small Loan Act. 


"(g) The license shall be in the form prescribed by the administer 
administrator, posted conspicuously in the place of business of the licensee, and 
shall not be assignable or transferable or removed to another location without 
permission of the administer administrator. 


"(h) The annual license fee hereunder shall be $400.06 five hundred dollars 
($500) for each office, branch, or place of business of the licensee, which shall be 
due on October 1 of each year, and shall be for a one-year period ending 
September 30 following, and shall be delinquent on November 1 of each year, and 
there shall be a penalty of 10 percent for each month or part thereof that the 
licensee is delinquent in the payment of such license fee. Fwe-hundreddettars-of 


and investigation fees collected shall be paid into the special fund provided by 
section 5-2A-20 and used in the supervision and examination of sueh licensees. 


"§5-19-24. 


"(a) For the purpose of determining compliance with this chapter, the 
administrator may, at any reasonable time, cause an examination to be made at 
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the licensee’s place of business of the records and transactions of such licensee. 
As cost of examination, the licensee elel pay whe Scministrator an examination 


as és provided by. ‘Section 5. OA. 24 Which sfiall be collected ard oe into 


the special fund provided by Section 5-2A-20 and used in the supervision and 
examination of licensees. Each licensee shall preserve all relevant records for a 


period of at least two years after making the last entry on any transaction, and the 
administrator shall have free access thereto at the licensee’s place of business at 
all reasonable times. !f the administrator has probable cause to believe that a 
person has engaged in an activity which violates the provisions of this chapter, ke 
the administrator may compel the production of such books and records of said 
the person as he or she has probable cause to believe are relevant to the alleged 
violation. 


"(b) If the person’s records are located outside this state, the person shat-at 
his-option, may either make them available to the administrator at a convenient 
location within this state, or pay the reasonable and necessary expenses for the 
administrator or his a representative of the administrator to examine them at the 
place where they are maintained. The administrator may designate 
representatives, including comparable officials of the state in which the records 
are located, to inspect them on his or her behalf. 


“(c) 


-pursuantie this_seetion- orthe facts 
diselosedintheinvestigation, butthis Reports of examinations and investigations, 
all working papers related thereto and the books and records of licensees, are to 
be held strictly confidential, and may not be produced, reproduced, or otherwise 
made available by the State Banking Department to any persons other than those 
within the State Banking Department and the licensee, and their respective 
counsel. This subsection does not apply to disclosures ip-actiens-erenfersement 
in proceedings brought by the administrator pursuant to this chapter. 


"(d) A licensee’s books and records may be maintained, produced, and 
reproduced for examination by photostatic, photographic, microphotographic, 


optical imaging, or by any other generally recognized process for data storage and 
reproduction. 


“(e) Nothing contained herein shall prohibit discovery of these materials by 
and through a lawfully issued subpoena from a court of competent jurisdiction. 


"§5-19-25. 


"After notice and hearing, the administrator may order a licensee under this 
chapter or a person acting im-his on behalf of the licensee to cease and desist 
from engaging in violations of this chapter. A creditor who is found by the 
administrator, after notice and hearing, to have violated this chapter may be 
ordered by the administrator to pay a civil penalty in an amount determined by the 
administrator of not more than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) in the aggregate for 
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all violations of a similar nature or, where violations are knowing violations, of not 
more than fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), in addition to any other penalties 
provided by law, including, but not limited to, license revocation. Violations shall 
be of a similar nature if the violations consist of the same or substantially the same 
course of action or practice irrespective of the number of times the course of 
action or practice occurred. All civil penalties collected shall be paid into the 
special fund provided by Section 5-2A-20 and used in the supervision and exami- 


nation of licensees. At sueh the hearing, the licensee shall be entitled to be 
represented by counsel. A licensee aggrieved by an order of the administrator 
under this section may obtain judicial review of the order and the administrator 
may obtain an order of the court for enforcement of its order in the circuit court. 
Sueh The proceedings shall be governed by the provisions of section 5-19-26. 


"§5-19-30. 


"A creditor who willfully makes charges in excess of those permitted by 
section 5-19-3 ard or a creditor who willfully engages in the business of making 
loans in violation of subsection (a) of section 5-19-22, or both, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor and, upon conviction, wit shall be sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars ($500.98) or to imprisonment not exceeding one year, or both. 


"§5-19-31. 


"(a) The provisions of this chapter, except the provisions of subdivision (1) of 
Section 5-19-1 and Section 5-19-3, shall not apply (i) to any teanferbearance, 
eredit sale tease, consumer credit transaction or other transaction involving an 
interest in real property or the sale, lease, or mortgage of an interest in real 
property; where the creditor is atendinginstititiern-whiehis an approved mortgag- 
ee under the provisions of the National Housing Act irrespective of whether the 
consumer credit transaction or other transaction is made under the provisions of 

the National Housitg Act, or where the creditor i is sen from oe unest this 
chapter, A A 


that (ii) where the credit transition js is not a consumer transaction, or (i i where 
the credit te-any transaction is by a trust institution as defined in Section 
5-12A-1(1), in its capacity as a fiduciary under any plan or agreement qualified 
under 26 USC 401(a) or defined by 5 USC 8437, 26 USC 403(b), or 26 USC 457, 
ora trust exempt under 26 USC 501. 


"(b) This chapter shall not be construed to amend or repeal, without 
limitation, Sections 5-18-1 through 5-18-24, inclusive, Section 8-8-6, Section 
8-8-4, Section 8-8-5, Section 8-8-1.1, 8-8-14, 8-8-15, or Sections 5-20-2 through 
5-20-10, inclusive. 


"(c) This chapter shall not apply to any lawful, bona fide pawnbroking 
business. 


"(d) This chapter shall not apply to any insurance agent or agency licensed 
in Alabama that elects to charge a collection fee on unpaid balances for insurance 
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premiums under Section 27-12-17. Suek An election must shall be made by 
stating such on the premium finance contract. 


"(e) This section is intended to confirm and clarify existing law that none of 
the provisions of this chapter, other than the provisions of subdivision (1) of 
Section 5-19-1 and Section 5-19-3, apply to any transaction that is not a consumer 
transaction, or, where provided in subsection (a) to any transaction involving an 
interest in real property, whether or not a consumer transaction, or to any transac- 
tion of a trust institution described in subsection (a)." 


Section 3. Section 5-19-32 is added to the Code of Alabama 1975 to read 
as follows: 


§5-19-32. 


Any creditor, who extends credit with respect to a consumer credit sale, may 
sell or finance, or both, a service contract covering tangible goods which are the 
subject of the consumer credit sale. Any other person who was not the creditor 
with regard to the initial sale of the tangible goods also may sell or finance, or 
both, a service contract covering the tangible goods. A "service contract" as used 
in this section is an agreement, for a separately stated consideration, of the 
service contract offeror to correct, repair, or replace, or to pay for the correction, 
repair, maintenance, or replacement of tangible goods during the period covered 
by the service contract, with or without additional provisions for payment of or 
indemnity under limited circumstances for related expenses including, without 
limitation, for towing, rental, and emergency road service, whether called a service 
contract, extended warranty or otherwise. The service contract offeror need not 
be the seller or creditor. The service contract may be offered, sold, and financed 
at the time of the credit sale or at any time thereafter, including, without limitation, 
at or about the time of the expiration of any original warranty or the expiration of 
the period covered by the service contract. The service contract may, but is not 
required to, be renewable from time to time as set forth in the service contract. A 
service contract does not constitute insurance for any purpose, other than for the 
purpose of a service contract holder's claim against a service contract provider for 


failure to comply with the provisions of the service contract if so provided by other 
law. 


Section 4. The amendments to Sections 5-19-19, except subsections 
(a)(1)(ii) and (e), 5-19-22, except subsection (h), and 5-19-31 are retroactive and 
are to be applied to consumer credit transactions entered into on, before, and after 
the effective date of this act. The amendments to all other sections in this act not 
specifically stated to be retroactive in this Section 4 shall be prospective in nature 
and shall be operative only as to transactions entered into after the effective date 
of this act. 


Section 5. The provisions of Section 5-19-11(b) are transferred to, and 
restated and amended in, Section 5-19-19(c). The remainder of Section 5-19-11 
is repealed. 
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Section 6. The provisions of this act do not repeal, amend, or modify Public 
Law 96-221 enacted by the Congress of the United States and approved March 
31, 1980. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. It hereby is declared to 
be the intent of the Legislature that if any part of this act, including without limita- 
tion any section, subsection or subpart, or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstance is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains or the application of this act to any other person or 
circumstance. 


Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

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REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON RULES ON ENROLLED AND ENGROSSED BILLS 
Mr. Speaker:

To amend Section 32-5A-191 and Section 32-5A-194 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended by Act No. 96-341, S. 208, 1996 Regular Session, 
relating to driving under the influence of alcohol and drugs; to prohibit the opera- 
tion of a motor vehicle by a person under the age of 21 years who has .02 percent 
or more by weight of alcohol in his or her blood; and to provide for the approval of 
permits by the Department of Forensic Sciences. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 32-5A-191 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended 
by Act No. 96-341, is amended to read as follows: 


"§32-5A-191. 


"(a) A person shall not drive or be in actual physical control of any vehicle 
while: 


"(1) There is 0.08 percent or more by weight of alcohol in his or her blood; 
"(2) Under the influence of alcohol; 


“(3) Under the influence of a controlled substance to a degree which renders 
him or her incapable of safely driving; 


"(4) Under the combined influence of alcohol and a controlled substance to 
a degree which renders him or her incapable of safely driving; or 


"(5) Under the influence of any substance which impairs the mental or 
physical faculties of such person to a degree which renders him or her incapable 
of safely driving. 


"(b) A person who is under the age of 21 years shall not drive or be in actual 
physical control of any vehicle if there is .02 percentage or more by weight of 
alcohol in his or her blood. The Department of Public Safety shall suspend or 
revoke the driver’s license of any person, including, but not limited to, a juvenile, 
child, or youthful offender, convicted or adjudicated of, or subjected to a finding of 
delinquency based on this subsection. Notwithstanding the foregoing, upon the 
first violation of this subsection by a person whose blood alcohol level is between 


.02 and .08, the person’s driver's license or driving privilege shall be suspended 
for a period of 30 days in lieu of any penalties provided in subsection (e) of this 


section and there shall be no disclosure, other than to courts and law enforcement 
agencies, by any entity or person of any information, documents, or records 
relating to the person’s arrest, conviction, or adjudication of or finding of delin- 
quency based on this subsection. 
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"All persons, except as otherwise provided in this subsection for a first 
offense, including, but not limited to, a juvenile, child, or youthful offender, 
convicted or adjudicated of, or subjected to a finding of delinquency based on this 
subsection shall be fined pursuant to this section, notwithstanding any other law to 
the contrary. 


"{B} (c) A school bus or day care driver shall not drive or be in actual physi- 
cal control of any vehicle while in performance of his or her duties if there is 
greater than .02 percentage by weight of alcohol in his or her blood. A person 
convicted pursuant to this subsection shall be subject to the penalties provided by 
this section except that on the first conviction the Director of Public Safety shall 
suspend the driving privilege or driver’s license for a period of one year. 


"te} (d) The fact that any person charged with violating this section is or has 
been legally entitled to use alcohol or a controlled substance shall not constitute a 
defense against any charge of violating this section. 


"¢d} (e) Upon first conviction, a person violating this section shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for not more than one 
year, or by fine of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) nor more than two 
thousand dollars ($2,000), or by both sueh a fine and imprisonment. In addition, 
on a first conviction, the Director of Public Safety shall suspend the driving 
privilege or driver's license of the person se convicted for a period of 90 days. 


"te} (f) On a second conviction within a five-year period, a person convicted 
of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not fess than one thousand 
dollars ($1,000) nor more than five thousand dollars ($5,000) and by 
imprisonment, which may include hard labor in the county or municipal jail for not 
more than one year. The sentence shall include a mandatory sentence, which is 
not subject to suspension or probation, of imprisonment in the county or municipal 
jail for not less than 48 consecutive hours or community service for not less than 
20 days.

less than 60 days nor more than one year, to include a minimum of 60 days which 
shall be served in the county or municipal jail and cannot be probated or 
suspended. {In addition, the Director of Public Safety shall revoke the driving 
privilege or driver’s license of the person se convicted for a period of three years. 


“¢g} (h) On a fourth or subsequent conviction within a five-year period, a 
person convicted of violating this section shall be guilty of a Class C felony and 
punished by a fine of not less than four thousand dollars ($4,000) nor more than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) and by imprisonment of not less than one year and 
one day nor more than 10 years. Any term of imprisonment may include hard 
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labor for the county or state, and where imprisonment does not exceed three 
years confinement may be in the county jail. Where imprisonment does not 
exceed one year and one day, confinement shall be in the county jail. The 
minimum sentence shall include a term of imprisonment for at least one year and 
one day which may be suspended or probated, but only if the defendant enrolls 
and successfully completes a state certified chemical dependency program 
recommended by the court referral officer and approved by the sentencing court. 
Where probation is granted, the sentencing court may, in its discretion, and where 
monitoring equipment is available, place the defendant on house arrest under 
electronic surveillance during the probationary term. In addition to the other 
penalties authorized, the Director of Public Safety shall revoke the driving privilege 
or driver’s license of the person se convicted for a period of five years. 


"Any law to the contrary notwithstanding, the Alabama habitual felony 
offender law shall not apply to a conviction of a felony pursuant to this subsection, 
and a conviction of a felony pursuant to this subsection shall not be a felony 
conviction for purposes of the enhancement of punishment pursuant to Alabama’s 
habitual felony offender law. 


"th} (i) In addition to the penalties provided herein, any person convicted of 
violating this section shall be referred to the court referral officer for evaluation and 
referral to appropriate community resources. The defendant shall, at a minimum, 
be required to complete a DUI or substance abuse court referral program 
approved by the Administrative Office of Courts and operated in accordance with 
provisions of the Mandatory Treatment Act of 1990, Sections 12-23-1 to 12-23-19, 
inclusive. The Department of Public Safety shall not reissue a driver’s license to a 
person convicted under this section without receiving proof that the defendant has 
successfully completed the required program. 


"4 (j) Neither reckless driving nor any other traffic infraction is a lesser 
included offense under a charge of driving under the influence of alcohol or of a 
controlled substance. 


"d (k) Except for fines collected for violations of this section charged pursu- 
ant to a municipal ordinance, fines collected for violations of this section shall be 
deposited to the State General Fund; however, beginning October 1, 1995, of any 
amount collected over two hundred fifty dollars ($250) for a first conviction, over 
five hundred dollars ($500) for a second conviction within five years, over one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) for a third conviction within five years, and over two 
thousand dollars ($2,000) for a fourth or subsequent conviction within five years, 
the first one hundred dollars ($100) of that additional amount shall be deposited to 
the Alabama Chemical Testing Training and Equipment Trust Fund, after three 
percent of the one hundred dollars ($100) is deducted for administrative costs, 
and the remainder shall be deposited to the State General Fund. Fines collected 
for violations of this section charged pursuant to a municipal ordinance shall be 
deposited as follows: the first two hundred fifty dollars ($250) collected for a first 
conviction, the first five hundred dollars ($500) collected for a second conviction 
within five years, the first one thousand dollars ($1,000) collected for a third 
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conviction within five years, and the first two thousand dollars ($2,000) collected 
for a fourth or subsequent conviction within five years shall be deposited to the 
state treasury with the first one hundred dollars ($100) collected for each convic- 
tion credited to the Alabama Chemical Testing Training and Equipment Trust Fund 
and the balance credited to the State General Fund. Any amounts collected over 
these amounts shall be deposited as otherwise provided by law. 


“4 (I) A person who has been arrested for violating this section shall not be 
released from jail under bond or otherwise, until there is less than the same 
percent by weight of alcohol in his or her blood as specified in subsection (a)(1) or, 


in the case of a person who is under the age of 21 years, subsection (b) hereof. 


“¢€} (m) Upon verification that a defendant arrested pursuant to this section is 
currently on probation from another court of this state as a result of a conviction for 
any criminal offense, the prosecutor shall provide written or oral notification of the 
defendant’s subsequent arrest and pending prosecution to the court in which the 
prior conviction occurred." 


Section 2. Section 32-5A-194 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended 
by Act No. 96-341, S. 208, 1996 Regular Session, is amended to read as follows: 


"§32-5A-194. 


"(a) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal action or proceeding 
arising out of acts alleged to have been committed by any person while driving or 
in actual control of a vehicle while under the influence of alcohol or controlled 
substance, evidence of the amount of alcohol or controlled substance in a 
person’s blood at the alleged time, as determined by a chemical analysis of the 
person’s blood, urine, breath or other bodily substance, shall be admissible. 
Where such a chemical test is made the following provisions shall apply: 


"(1) Chemical analyses of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other bodily 
substance to be considered valid under the provisions of this section shall have 
been performed according to methods approved by the Department of Forensic 
Sciences and by an individual possessing a valid permit issued by the Department 
of Forensic Sciences for this purpose. The court trying the case may take judicial 
notice of the methods approved by the Department of Forensic Sciences. The 
Department of Forensic Sciences is authorized to approve satisfactory techniques 
or methods, to ascertain the qualifications and competence of individuals to 
conduct such analyses, and to issue permits which shall be subject to termination 
or revocation at the discretion of the Department of Forensic Sciences. The 
Department of Forensic Sciences shall approve permits required in this section 
only for employees of state, county, municipal, and federal law enforcement 
agencies and for laboratory personnel employed by the Department of Forensic 
Sciences. 


"(2) When a person shall submit to a blood test at the direction of a law 
enforcement officer under the provisions of Section 32-5-192, only a physician or 
a registered nurse (or other qualified person) may withdraw blood for the purpose

of determining the alcoholic content therein. This limitation shall not apply to the 
taking of breath or urine specimens. If the test given under Section 32-5-192 is a 
chemical test of urine, the person tested shall be given such privacy in the taking 
of the urine specimen as will insure the accuracy of the specimen and, at the 
same time, maintain the dignity of the individual involved. 


"(3) The person tested may at his own expense have a physician, ora 
qualified technician, registered nurse or other qualified person of his own choosing 
administer a chemical test or tests in addition to any administered at the discretion 
of a law enforcement officer. The failure or inability to obtain an additional test by a 
person shalt not preclude the admission of evidence relating to the test or tests 
taken at the direction of a law enforcement officer. 


"(4) Upon the written request of the person who shall submit to a chemical 
test or tests at the request of a law enforcement officer, full information concerning 
the test or tests shall be made available to him or his attorney. 


(5) Percent by weight of alcohol in the blood shall be based upon grams of 
alcohol per 100 cubic centimeters of blood or grams of alcohol per 210 liters of 
breath. 


"(b) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal, or quasi-criminal action or 
proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been committed by any person 
while driving or in actual physical control of a vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol, the amount of alcohol in the person’s blood at the time alleged as shown 
by chemical analysis of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other bodily substance 
shall give rise to the following presumptions: 


"(1) If there were at that time 0.05 percent or less by weight of alcohol in the 
person’s blood, it shall be presumed that the person was not under the influence 
of alcohol unless the person was operating a motor vehicle in performance of his 
or her duties as a school bus driver or day care driver at that time or was under 


the age of 21 years at that time. 


"(2) If there were at the time in excess of 0.05 percent but less than 0.08 
percent by weight of alcohol in the person’s blood, such fact shall not give rise to 
any presumption that the person was or was not under the influence of alcohol, 
but such fact may be considered with other competent evidence in determining 
whether the person was under the influence of alcohol unless the person was 
operating a motor vehicle in performance of his or her duties as a school bus 


driver or day care driver at that time or was under the age of 21 years at that time. 


"(3) If there were at that time 0.08 percent or more by weight of alcohol in 
the person’s blood, or greater than .02 percent if the person was operating a 
motor vehicle in performance of his or her duties as a school bus driver or day 


care driver at that time or was under the age of 21 years at that time, it shall be 
presumed that the person was under the influence of alcohol. 
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"(4) The foregoing provisions of this subsection shall not be construed as 
limiting the introduction of any other competent evidence bearing upon the 
question whether the person was under the influence of alcohol. 


"(c) If a person under arrest refuses to submit to a chemical test under the 
provisions of Section 32-5-192, evidence of refusal shall be admissible in any civil, 
criminal or quasi-criminal action or proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have 
been committed while the person was driving or in actual physical control of a 
motor vehicle while under the influence of alcohol or controlled substance. 


"(d) No physician, registered nurse or duly licensed chemical laboratory 
technologist or clinical laboratory technician or medical facility shall incur any civil 
or criminal liability as a result of the proper administering of a blood test when 
requested in writing by a law enforcement officer to administer such a test." 


Section 3. The distribution of fines collected for violations of this act 
charged pursuant to subsection (k) of Section 32-5A-191 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, shall be effective June 1, 1996, as provided in Act 96-341. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

"(1) By mandamus, injunction, or other proceedings, compel performance by 
the officials of such lessee of their duties respecting payment of the rentals 
required to be paid and the performance of the agreements on the part of such 
lessee required to be performed under any such lease agreement. 


"(2) A judgment against such lessee for all monetary payments required to 


be made by such lessee under the provisions of such lease agreement with 
respect to which the lessee is then in default. 


"(3) Terminate the lease and take possession of the project or part thereof 


leased to such lessee. 


"(4) Exercise any other remedy provided for in the lease." 


Section 2. The Farmers’ Market Authority is exempted from the 
requirements of Act 95-280, now appearing as Article 3, commencing with Section

Section 3. The Farmers’ Market Authority in carrying out the duties 
established by Section 2-5-1, Code of Alabama 1975, and in addition to all powers 
previously conferred upon it, shall have the following powers:

maintain market facilities for the payment of obligations incurred for such 
purposes. All revenue obligations issued by the authority shall be solely and 
exclusively the obligations of the authority and shall not create an obligation or 
debt of the state, any county or any municipality within the state. The principal 
and interest on any such obligations shall be payable from all revenues available 
to the authority, including, but not limited to, revenues derived from market 
charges, authorized under Section 2-5-8 of the Code of Alabama 1975, lease 
revenues, authorized under Section 2-5-16 of the Code of Alabama 1975, and 
appropriations made under Section 2-5-17 of the Code of Alabama 1975. The 
authority shall be authorized to pledge all or any portion of such revenues as 
security for the payment of such obligations. 


(3) To refund any revenue obligations on bonds issued by the authority at 
any time, whether before, at, or after the maturity thereof, and from time to time by 
the issuance of refunding obligations, which revenue obligations or refunding 
obligations may be sold by the authority at public or private sale at such price or 
prices as may be determined by the authority to be most advantageous. 


(4) To pay all expenses, premiums and commission which it may deem 
necessary and advantageous in connection with any financing done by it. Neither 
the full faith and credit nor taxing powers of the State of Alabama or any political 
subdivision thereof shall be pledged to the payment of the principal of, premium, if 
any, or interest on said obligations. 


(5) To make contracts in the issuance of its obligations as may deem 
necessary or desirable to assure their marketability and to provide for their retire- 
ment by a pledge of all or any revenue which may come to the authority from the 
investment of the proceeds of the sale of such obligations or from any other 
source whatsoever.

(7) For funding special scientific studies and data records for emergency 
medical services providers to evaluate effectiveness of educational programs at all 
levels, and regional equipment and training grant funds for emergency medical 
services, $599,594; 


(8) For improvement in emergency medical services through services 
offered at the state level, $215,722; 


(9) For emergency medical services education, $1,778,915 as provided in 
Section 3 herein. 


Section 2. The amounts appropriated under subsections (1) through (6) of 
Section 1 shall be used to fund contracted services to permit operation and 
maintenance of the agencies named and for the purchase of instructional supplies 
and new instructional equipment by those agencies. The amount appropriated 
under subsection (7) of Section 1 that is not disbursed for the funding of special 
scientific studies and data records for emergency medical services providers to 
evaluate the effectiveness of educational programs at all levels shall be disbursed 
by contract with the regional agencies named for equipment and training grant 
funds and shall be placed in segregated accounts to be used exclusively for 
grants for reimbursement of the cost of equipment, tuition, and expenses for 
training by emergency medical services providers. Equipment and training grant 
funds shall be allocated to the agencies named based upon the following formula: 
50 percent to be divided equally among the agencies named; 25 percent to be 
apportioned among the agencies based upon the number of square miles in the 
geographic area represented by each agency; and 25 percent to be apportioned 
among the agencies based upon the population of the area represented by each 
agency according to the latest federal census. Any funds not contracted for and 
expended for the purposes of this act shall revert to the appropriate fund at the 
end of the fiscal year. 


Section 3. The Alabama Emergency Medical Services Education 
Commission (hereinafter referred to as the Commission) shall direct the expendi- 
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ture of the funds that are appropriated for such purpose by the Legislature by 
making grants to state junior colleges, state technical colleges, and other public 
institutions of higher learning for the purposes of providing emergency medical 
services education. For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, the 
Commission shall direct the expenditure of $1,778,915 for the purposes of this 
section. To be eligible for a grant from the Commission, an institution shall be 
certified by the Alabama Department of Public Health as having an emergency 
medical services primary education program whose graduates are eligible to be 
examined for state licensure as emergency medical technicians at the EMT-Basic, 
EMT-Intermediate, or EMT-Paramedic level or a combination thereof and shall be 
subject to all conditions that in the view of the Commission are necessary to 
assure that grant funds are expended for emergency medical services education 
purposes. The Commission may require financial statements as a condition of 
grant acceptance. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1996, after its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the support, maintenance and development of 
public education in Alabama, for debt service, and for capital outlay for the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1997. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public educa- 
tion in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, for debt service, 
and for capital outlay to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Section 
2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 and 4 of this Act. For the 
purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by 
programmatic area and the total for all programs is shown so as to include 
estimated sources of funds other than those listed in subsection (a) of Section 2 of 
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this Act. For the purpose of this Act, "ETF" shall mean the Education Trust Fund 
and "Federal and Local Funds" shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, or 
entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid 
from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Education Trust Fund, 
Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Fund, and Public School Fund 
and are hereby made for the support of public education in Alabama for the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1997, and the appropriations herein made shall be 
subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of the Budget and 
Financial Control Act (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-4-80 et seq.), the 
provisions of The Budget Management Act of 1976 (Code of Alabama 1975, 
Sections 41-19-1 et seq.), and shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified. 


(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Earmarked Funds" and 
“Appropriation Total" are as set forth for the purpose of establishing amounts 
estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources other than those 
listed in subsection (a) of this Section 2, in order, upon consideration of such other 
funds so estimated to be available, to promote the accountability for an efficient 
use of funds available and are hereby appropriated by the Legislature. Provided, 
however, that regardless of the ending date of any pay period which has been or 
may be established by the Legislature for the payment of salaries of state 
employees, the entire payment due shall be made from the fiscal year’s appropria- 
tion in which the pay date falls.

SECTION 7. The Legislature by its passage of Act 95-314 requires the 
phase out of hold harmless funds to be completed in FY 1999 in scheduled 
increments over a four-year period. Notwithstanding the legally required phase 
down schedule, the Legislature recognizes that certain school systems desire a 
year to adjust to the required 4% pay increase for education personnel. For FY 
1997 only, the State Department of Education may exclude 2% of the amount of 
the pay raise included in the Foundation Program from the calculation of the hold 
harmless amount to be distributed from the Public School Fund. 


SECTION 8. No funds provided herein for the public schools shall be used 
for the payment of any salaries of personnel not under the direct control, 
employment, and supervision of local boards of education. No funds provided 
herein for the two-year postsecondary schools under the auspices of the State 
Board of Education shall be used for the payment of any salaries of personnel not 
under the direct contro!, employment and supervision of said institutions. 


SECTION 9. It is the intent of the Legislature that the State Superintendent 
of Education shall conduct a performance evaluation of the state’s in-service 
education centers. Each teacher that attends an in-service center for professional 
development shall be surveyed, using a uniform end-user survey developed by 
the State Superintendent and distributed through the local superintendents, 
seeking input from the teachers, principals and local superintendents on the 
performance and impact on classroom instruction of the respective in-service 
centers’ programs that were attended. At least 60 days prior to the 1997 Regular 
Session of the Legislature, the State Superintendent shall submit to the 
Legislature a summary report that compiles such survey results by school system 
and by each in-service center. The report shall also contain a recommendation by 
the Superintendent which reflects the compiiation of teacher survey responses 
concerning the performances of several centers and whether each system desires 
to continue to utilize the respective center or to utilize the professional 
development funds in the Foundation Program to acquire professional 
development services from other sources. 
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SECTION 10. In addition to appropriations herein made, alli gifts, grants, 
contributions, or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the bill, including 
grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties, to any 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or 
officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same 
are recurring, are reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, 
commission, agency, institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or 
purposes for which the grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all 
state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such 
sums as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the 
State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially defray 
the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums are hereby 
appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through the fund established 
by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 11. The State Superintendent of Education shall make 
requisitions on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accor- 
dance with the law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or dis- 
bursement of any and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education 
and/or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller shall 
issue his warrant therefor. Furthermore, the Executive Director of the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education may submit to the Comptroller requests for 
timely payments of warrants to students receiving financial assistance to attend 
postsecondary educational institutions. All other appropriations in this Act shall be 
paid after proper requisitions are made on the State Comptroller in the manner 
now provided by law. 


SECTION 12. The Joint Fiscal Committee of the Legislature shall obtain at 
least one independent actuarial valuation of the funding of the Teachers’ Retire- 
ment System (TRS) in addition to the one provided by the actuary currently 
retained by RSA. The actuarial report shall review and compare with other state 
programs the benefits, programs, actuarial condition, practices, investments and 
procedures of the TRS and shall make recommendations as to the level of funding 
needed to maintain a sound retirement system as well as suggest any changes in 
the investment practices and policies which would benefit the System while 
keeping the cost to the State as low as possible. The cost for the independent 
actuarial valuation obtained by the Joint Fiscal Committee shall be paid from the 
TRS administrative fund. The Joint Fiscal Committee shall report its findings to 
the Legislature before the fifteenth legislative day of the 1997 Regular Session. 


SECTION 13. All state-mandated and state-funded salary increases and 
fringe benefits for Child Nutrition Program workers shall be fully-funded from the 
Foundation Program Fund in this Act and shall therefor be subsequently 
fully-funded by all local school boards from funds provided in this Act from Other 
Current Expense and not from funds generated by the Child Nutrition Program. 
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SECTION 14. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any 
law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or eleemosy- 
nary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, tuitions, 
charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are now or may 
hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The receiving college, 
school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts for such receipts or 
shall maintain a system of accounting which will show a cash flow of such receipts 
received under the provision of this appropriation. 


SECTION 15. (a) Funds appropriated from the ETF or earmarked state 
funds in this Act to any state department, division, board, bureau, commission, 
agency, institution, or office (with the exception of local boards of education and 
postsecondary institutions of education) shall not be expended for the purchase or 
lease of automotive vehicles. A state agency funded from the ETF or earmarked 
state funds in this Act may request to purchase or lease automotive vehicles for 
emergency purposes. The request shall be made in writing to the Director of 
Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and Means, and the 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation-Education. The 
request shail explain the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the 
emergency need for the vehicle. The request shall be approved unanimously by 
the Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and 
Taxation-Education prior to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle. 


(b) No funds appropriated in this Act shall be expended for the purpose of 
purchasing optional equipment on state motor vehicles that consist of stereo 
equipment, power seats, leather upholstery, premium wheel covers, deluxe 
exterior trim, or sun roofs. 


(c) On the last day of this fiscal year, each state school, college, department, 
agency, or like institution receiving funds under this Act shall file a report with the 
Legislature detailing purchases of new motor vehicles during the fiscal year, 
including complete information on the date of purchase, make and model of the 
vehicle, standard equipment on the vehicle, optional equipment on the vehicle, 
and a complete inventory of all state motor vehicles assigned to, being used by, or 
being leased by the state school, college, department, agency, or like institution 
receiving funds under this Act, and shall also submit an inventory report of all 
motor vehicles that it operates that do not have state vehicle identification license 
tags. 


SECTION 16. The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, 
offices, commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said 
departments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to 
make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in the amounts 
enumerated in the general appropriation act for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1997. All agencies enumerated in this Act that receive services from other 
governmental agencies enumerated in the general appropriation act shall make 
full payment in a timely manner (as determined by the Department of Finance) for 
such services.

SECTION 17. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropria- 
tion other than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, Section 
41-4-93, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal year immediately 
following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to 
the credit of the ETF or earmarked fund from which the appropriation or 
appropriations were made. 


SECTION 18. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or

SECTION 20. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1996.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has concurred in and adopted the House amendment to the 
following Senate Bill: 


S. 587. To amend Chapter 19 of Title 5 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, commonly known as the "Mini-Code,” relating to consumer credit 
transactions; to amend and to provide further for definitions; to amend, clarify, and 
conform various provisions of Chapter 19, Title 5 to the amended definitions; to 
amend and provide further for finance charges and to amend and clarify finance 
charges applicable to consumer credit transactions which provide for simple 
finance charge computations; to clarify the applicability of Sections 5-19-1(1) and 
5-19-3 to nonconsumer credit transactions; to amend and provide further for fees 
and charges which must be refunded or credited upon refinancing or renewal of a 
debt; to amend the disclosures required to be given under this chapter by a 
creditor by deleting the requirement for disclosures of real estate mortgage broker 
fees and points for a consumer credit transaction subject to Section 5-19-4(g) and 
to further clarify disclosure requirements; to clarify and to provide further for 
attorney fees which may be charged by a creditor on a consumer credit transac- 
tion prior to and after default by the debtor; to provide that the notice required by 
federal law related to home solicitation sales satisfies the notice requirements 
under Section 5-19-12, to shorten to 20 days the time within which a creditor must 
take possession of the goods where the buyer has elected to cancel the sale, and 
to provide that a buyer may cancel a home solicitation sale at any time within one 
year after the date of sale if the seller has failed to comply with the notice 
requirement; to amend and provide further for the prohibition against a creditor 
inducing a person to become obligated on more than one contract in order to 
obtain a higher finance charge including providing that a creditor is not obligated 
to maintain two or more contracts and provides further for the consolidation of 
consumer credit transactions; to amend and provide further for the remedies of a 
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debtor and liabilities of a creditor for excess finance charges or other violations of 
Chapter 19, Title 5; to provide that a creditor who fails to obtain the required 
license may maintain an action without affecting the enforceability of the consumer 
credit transaction if the creditor obtains a license and pays the administrator a civil 
penalty; to amend and provide further for the time period during which a debtor 
may bring a cause of action for a violation of Chapter 19, Title 5; to amend and 
provide further for the insurance which may be required or offered in connection 
with a consumer credit transaction and for the maximum coverages for insurance 
including credit life, disability, involuntary unemployment insurance, collateral 
protection insurance, property insurance, and nonfiling insurance; to amend and 
clarify that a creditor has no duty in the absence of a written agreement to obtain 
insurance; to provide that a creditor may offer and finance other insurance which 
is approved by the administrator; to amend and provide further for the 
administrators authority to make rules and regulations and the administrator's and 
administrator's designee’s authority to issue certain written interpretations of the 
provisions of Chapter 19, Title 5, to provide for the consequence of a creditor for 
any act or practice done or omitted in conformity with any regulation or interpreta- 
tion of the administrator, administrator's designee, or other state or federal 
agency, or opinion of the Attorney General; to provide further for the licensing of 
creditors engaged in the business of making consumer loans or taking 
assignments of consumer credit contracts, including that a creditor having a place 
of business in Alabama or a resident employee whose employment includes 
making consumer loans or taking assignments of consumer credit contracts must 
obtain a license, specifying the business locations of a creditor which must be 
licensed, and providing that a seller with respect to a consumer credit sale 
contract and the financing of permitted charges is not required to be licensed 
under Chapter 19, Title 5, to increase the annual license fee; to provide for the 
confidentiality of reports of examinations, and investigations and working papers 
related thereto of the State Banking Department; to provide the method by which a 
creditor's books and records may be maintained and reproduced; to amend and 
clarify the nonapplicability of specified provisions of Chapter 19, Title 5, to certain 
real estate transactions by a creditor which is an approved mortgagee under the 
provisions of the National Housing Act; to provide that a creditor and any other 
person may sell and finance a service contract and that service contracts do not 
constitute insurance for certain purposes; to provide for the effect of certain 
provisions of this act including the retroactive application of certain amendments 
as set forth in Section 4 of this act; to provide that the provisions of Section 
5-19-11(b) relating to remedies of debtors and obligations of creditors are trans- 
ferred to, and restated and amended in, Section 5-19-19(c), and that the 
remainder of Section 5-19-11 is repealed; to provide for severability of the 
provisions of this act; and to provide for an effective date.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial agencies of the State, for other functions of government, for 
debt service, and for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named 
funds for the 1996-97 fiscal year to the state agencies indicated, as the amounts 
to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are in lieu of all 
monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are listed 
by programmatic area and the totals for all programs are shown by the source of 
funds. It is intended that only the herein named funds be appropriated in the 
amounts specified to the named agencies and that the following definitions shall 
be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total" shall mean the aggregate total of all fund sources. 


(b) "Program" shall mean specific governmental services required to 
achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting the need of 
an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries, and shall be 
expended only for such purposes. 


(c) “Capital Outlay" shall mean expenditures which result in the acquisition 
and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have an appreciable and 
calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, and shall be expended only 
for such purposes. 


(d) "Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of interest 
and principal on bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall be expended only 
for such purposes. 


(e) "Federal and Local Funds" shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, or 
entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties. 
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SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses of the 
executive, legislative, and judicial agencies of the State, for other functions of 
government, for debt service, and for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1997, to be paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from such 
other funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for which the 
appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor, 
except as provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 
through 12, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, that regardless of the 
ending date of any pay period which has been or may be established by the 
Legislature for the payment of salaries of state employees, the entire payment due 
shall be made from the fiscal year’s appropriation in which the pay date falls.

SECTION 3. That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, amounts 
herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts heretofore provided 
or appropriated by law for such purposes.

Expansion and Trade prior to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide a four percent (4%) cost-of-living adjustment for certain public 
education employees with the beginning of the 1996-97 fiscal year and to continue 
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thereafter; to require a revision of the state salary matrix for certificated personnel 
and to require adjustments on local salary schedules to reflect the cost-of-living 
adjustment provided herein for the fiscal year 1996-97 and thereafter; to provide 
that certain salary schedules at two-year colleges shall be upgraded to reflect 
cost-of-living adjustment for fiscal year 1996-97; and to establish miscellaneous 
pay provisions. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The State Budget Officer shall allocate to the State Board of 
Education, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the 
Board of Youth Services Department District, the Alabama School of Fine Arts, 
and the Alabama School of Mathematics and Science, for disbursement to the 
employees thereof funds based on the following criteria. It is not the intent of the 
Legislature to make an appropriation in this act. 


(a) Certificated Personnel (K-12). For the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1996, and each year thereafter, each cell on the state salary matrix contained in 
the annual budget act for the public schools shall be increased by four percent 
(4%) in addition to the amounts contained in the 1995-96 annual budget act as 
required and provided by Acts 95-313 and 95-314 and as contained in Section 
16-6B-8 and Section 16-13-231, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. If the 
increases in the state salary matrix required in this subsection do not guarantee at 
least an increase in pay for each teacher in the amount of four percent (4%), then 
the teacher shall be guaranteed a pay increase in the amount of four percent (4%) 
for fiscal year 1996-97 and such pay increase shall be reflected in the appropriate 
local salary schedule and paid to each certificated employee, excepting 
superintendents of education. Each certificated employee shall be properly placed 
on the state salary matrix according to degree earned and years of public 
education service (either in-state or out-of-state). The employee shall be paid 
according to degree earned and the length of public education experience. The 
local board of education shall transmit to the State Department of Education the 
appropriate notice of the earned advanced degree for each employee in a timely 
fashion; thereafter, the employee shall be paid for the advanced degree as soon 
as the degree is certified to the State Department of Education as being earned. 


(b) Education Support Personnel (K-12). A four percent (4%) salary 
increase shall be paid to each public education support worker and adult bus 
driver employed for the fiscal year 1996-97 in addition to the salary received 
during the 1995-96 fiscal year, except employees covered under the state’s merit 
system at the Department of Youth Services District. Each board of education 
shall establish and maintain a salary schedule for each class and type of employ- 
ee and each step of each salary schedule shall be increased to reflect a four 
percent (4%) pay increase which shall be given to the person employed for the 
1996-97 fiscal year and each year thereafter. No state-provided fringe benefits for 
any lunchroom worker shall be paid from lunchroom sales or from any other 
aspect of the Child Nutrition Program. Salary increases provided herein and state- 
provided fringe benefits are funded from the annual Education Trust Fund appro- 
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priation in the Foundation Program and shall not be taken from the Child Nutrition 
Program. 


(c) AIDB. A four percent (4%) salary increase shall be given to each person 
employed by the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind for the fiscal year 1996-97 
in addition to the salary received during the 1995-96 fiscal year. The board shall 
establish and maintain a salary schedule for each class and type of employee and 
each step of each salary schedule shall be increased to reflect a four percent (4%) 
pay increase which shall be paid to the person employed for the 1996-97 fiscal 
year and each year thereafter. 


(d) Postsecondary. All salary schedules of two-year postsecondary 
institutions shall be revised by the State Board of Education to reflect an increase 
of four percent (4%) for fiscal year 1996-97. The pay increase shall be paid to 
each person employed for the fiscal year in addition to any step increase to which 
the employee is otherwise entitled. The Postsecondary Education Department 
shall take proper steps to ensure that employees on all Salary Schedules are 
given full credit for prior work experience in the public schools and colleges in 
Alabama, and shall take care to ensure proper placements on the Salary 
Schedules. The State Board of Education shall insure that all eligible employees 
who have not reached the maximum step at each public two-year postsecondary 
institution shall receive a step raise on the appropriate salary schedule. The pay 
raises provided for in this section shall be paid in addition to the step raise for any 
employee who has the requisite number of years to receive the step increase 
based on the 1995-96 salary schedule. 


Section 2. The following provisions are hereby established: 


(a) Fiscal Year. All salaries and salary increases which are established by 
the Legislature or authorized by the State Board of Education shall be paid in full 
to each person employed before the end of the applicable fiscal year as defined in 
Section 16-1-1, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 


(b) Extended Work. Employees on contracts which extend beyond 180 
days shall be given a pro rata salary increment for each day or partial day of work 
extending beyond 180 days. 


(c) Local Increment. Any cost-of-living adjustment and/or increase on the 
state salary matrix provided for in this act shall be exclusive of any local pay 
increase granted or due to the employee under provisions of the local Salary 
Schedule. 


(d) Reduced Pay. No employee shall be dismissed or have his or her work 
hours reduced or extended or have his or her salary reduced due to the provisions 
of any pay raise mandated by the Legislature or by the State Board of Education. 


(e) Each Local Board of Education shail have the option to exclude from 
State mandated raises any Community Education or school sponsored child care 
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or child enrichment program which is supplemental to the regular K-12 program 
required by the State (e.g. Extended-Day, Pre-school and Summer Enrichment 
Programs). 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 40-23-35 and 40-23-36, Code of Alabama 1975, to limit 
the amount of sales tax discount that may be allowed per license holder; and to 
distribute the additional sales tax revenue generated beginning June 1, 1996, until 
September 30, 2002, to the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources 
for capital outlay for the state parks, public historic sites and public historical parks. 
Beginning October 1, 2002, $5,000,000 of the additional revenue generated 
annually will be distributed to the Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources for capital outlay, repairs and maintenance of state parks and the 
remainder shall be credited to the State General Fund. To make an appropriation 
to the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources for FY 1995-96 and FY 
1996-97 for Capital Outlay for State Parks. To create the Alabama State Parks 
System Joint Study Committee; to provide for the duties, powers, composition, 
meetings, terms of office, and compensation of members of the committee. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 40-23-35, Code of Alabama 1975 is amended to read as 
follows: 


"§40-23-35. 


“(a) Such amount of money as shall be appropriated for each fiscal year by 
the legislature to the Department of Revenue with which to pay the salaries, the 
cost of operation and management of said department shall be deducted, as a first 
charge thereon, from the taxes collected under the provisions of this division; 
provided, that the expenditure of said sum so appropriated shall be budgeted and 
allotted pursuant to Article 4 of Chapter 4 of Title 41, and limited to the amount 
appropriated to defray the expenses of operating said department for each fiscal 
year. After the payment of the expenses, so much of the amount remaining as 
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may be necessary, after first applying all sums of money received by reason of the 
application of the surplus in the income tax as provided by Section 40-18-58, for 
the replacement in the public school fund of the three-mill constitutional levy for 
schools and in the general fund of the one-mill levy for soldiers’ relief and the two 
and one-half mills for general purposes lost by exemption of homestead provided 
for in this division shall be first charges against the proceeds of said licenses, 
taxes or receipts levied or collected under this division. The comptroller, with the 
approval of the governor, is hereby directed to draw his warrants payable out of 
the total proceeds of said licenses, taxes or receipts levied or collected under this 
division as herein provided in such sum as shall be found necessary to take care 
of and replace the three-mill constitutional school levy, the one-mill soldiers’ relief 
levy and the two and one-half mill levy for general purposes of the state ad 
valorem taxes lost as above set forth. 


"(b) Of the amounts of such collections in any fiscal year, remaining after 
the payment of the expenses of administration and replacement of the amounts in 
the several funds as herein provided there shall be paid into the treasury sums to 
be credited as follows: 


"(1) To the credit of the 67 counties of the state, to be divided and 
distributed as hereinafter provided, $378,000; 


"(2) To the Department of Human Resources, $1,322,000; 


"(3) Beginning June 1, 1996, until September 30, 2002, to the Department 
of Conservation and Natural Resources for capital outlay for repairs, 
beautification, renovation and alteration of state parks only and not for use by the 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources for personnel or administra- 
tive use, the sum equal to the increase in receipts accruing to the State of 
Alabama due to the cap on discounts per license holder in Section 40-23-36(b). 
All capital outlay expenditures shall be subject to the competitive bid laws of the 


State of Alabama. Provided, however, that six hundred thousand dollars 
$600,000) of such revenue each fiscal year beginning October 1, 1996, until 


September 30, 2002, shall be set aside and expended for repairs, maintenance 
and capital outlays on public historic sites and public historical parks not under the 
jurisdiction of the Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural Resources. 
Such disbursement shall be made annually by an application and approval 
procedure established by the Department of Finance, subject to the study, review 
and concurrence of the Alabama State Parks System Joint Study Committee 
pursuant to Section 4 (d) (2) herein; 


"(4) a. Beginning October 1, 2002, to the Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources for capital outlay, repairs and maintenance of state parks only, 
the sum of five million dollars annually from the increase in receipts accruing to the 
State of Alabama due to the cap on discounts per license holder in Section 
40-23-36(b); and, 
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"b. Beginning October 1, 2002, to the credit of the State General Fund, the 
balance of the sum equal to the increase in receipts accruing to the State of 
Alabama due to the cap on discounts per license holder in Section 40-23-36(b). 


"(c) One-half of the amount deposited to the credit of the 67 counties as 
above provided, shall be divided and distributed proportionately among the 67 
counties of the state according to the population of the said counties as shown by 
the last federal census as proclaimed, published or certified by the director of the 
bureau of the census; and one-half of said proceeds shall be divided or distributed 
equally among 67 counties; provided, that the funds divided and distributed to the 
several counties of the state as hereinabove provided for shall be used exclusively 
for full-time health service in cooperation with the State Board of Health or the 
federal government, and for extension services in cooperation with the Alabama 
Agriculture Extension Service or the federal government, at the discretion of the 
county commissions of the several counties of the state. 


"(d) The amounts provided in subsection (b) for the Department of Human 
Resources shall be used for general welfare purposes. For purposes of this 
division, "general welfare purposes" means: 


"(1) The administration of public assistance as set out in Sections 38-2-5 
and 38-4-1; 


"(2) Services, including supplementation and supplementary services under 
the Federal Social Security Act, to or on behalf of persons to whom such public 
assistance may be given under said Section 38-4-1; 


"(3) Services to and on behalf of dependent, neglected or delinquent 
children; and 


"(4) Investigative and referral services to and on behalf of needy persons. 


"(e) In addition, there shall be paid, commencing on January 1, 1978, and 
on the first day of each fiscal quarter thereafter, to the Department of Human 
Resources for a statewide, state-administered food stamp program, as authorized 
by the Food Stamp Act of 1964, Public Law 88-525, 88th Congress, and 
amendments thereto, an amount equal to five percent of the value of food stamp 
benefits issued statewide in excess of the amount paid by recipients (bonus or 
free stamps) during the immediate prior fiscal quarter, which sum so appropriated 
shall be paid quarterly to the Department of Human Resources trust fund for 
administration of the food stamp program in conformity with rules and regulations 
promulgated by the United States Department of Agriculture and in conformity with 
Sections 38-1-1 through 38-6-9. Such administrative funds shall be limited to and 
based on fiscal year 1976-77 administrative costs, normal inflationary increases 
and mandated administration requirements of the Alabama Legislature and the 
United States Department of Agriculture. The Department of Human Resources 
will not staff any county food stamp office at a level which exceeds the average 
staff-to-recipient ratios which existed in Alabama during fiscal year 1976-77. This 
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restriction will apply in coordination with those provided hereinabove and, should 
conflict occur, the lesser amount of expenditure shall be required. At the end of 
each fiscal year, an accounting shall be made of said sum so that any 
unexpended and unencumbered balance of funds may be determined for the 
purpose of paying such balance to the Alabama-Speeiat Educationat Trust Fund. 


"(f) The amount of the proceeds of all taxes levied by this division remaining 
after the payment of the expenses of administration and enforcement and the 
replacement in the several funds of the amount lost by any homestead exemptions 
and the distribution as provided in subsections (b) and (e), shall be paid into the 
Alabama-Speeiat Educational Trust Fund except as provided in subdivision (4) of 
Section 40-23-2 and subsection (c) of Section 40-23-61." 


Section 2. Section 40-23-36, Code of Alabama 1975 is amended to read as 
follows: 


"§40-23-36. 


"(a) The Governor may, by executive order, authorize the Department of 
Revenue to provide by proper rules and regulations for the allowance of a 
discount, not to exceed five percent of the first $100 of taxes levied and two 
percent of the taxes levied over $100 by this division and due and payable to the 
state by any person licensed under the provisions hereof; provided, that no 
discount shall be authorized or allowed upon any taxes which are not paid before 
delinquency, as in this division provided. 


“(b) For any taxes collected by the license holder on or after June 1, 1996, 
the Governor may, by executive order, authorize the Department of Revenue to 
provide by proper rules and regulations for a maximum discount to any license 
holder and shall be limited to that amount for each retail license holder regardless 


of the number of retail locations of that license holder within the state." 


Section 3. The monies provided in Section 1, to be credited to the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Natural Resources for the remainder of the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1996, and for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1996, 
are hereby appropriated to the Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources and authorized for expenditure for the purposes provided for in Section 
1 above. 


Section 4. (a) The Alabama State Parks System Joint Study Committee is 
hereby created to study, review and concur in the long range capital plan for 
restoration of existing state park facilities. The joint committee shall be composed 
of a total of six members, as follows: Three members appointed by the presiding 
officer of the Senate with one each from North, Central and South Alabama; three 
members appointed by the presiding officer of the House of Representatives with 
one each from North, Central and South Alabama. The Commissioner of the 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources and the Director of the State 
Parks Division shall serve as advisors to the committee. 
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(b) The committee shall, at its initial meeting, elect from its members a chair 
and vice chair from the Senate and House. The chairs shall rotate annually 
between the two legislative chambers thereafter. The committee shall convene its 
initial meting within thirty (30) days following the effective date of this act and shall 
continue in existence until September 30, 2002. Subsequent meetings shall be 
either as agreed at a prior meeting, at the call of the chair, at the written request of 
any four members or at the call of the Commissioner of the Department of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources. 


(c) Members of the committee shall be appointed for a four-year term 
concurrent with the members elected term of office. Any vacancy shall be filled in 
the same manner as the original appointment for the remainder of the term. 


(d) The powers and duties of the Alabama State Parks System Joint Study 
Committee shall be the following: 


(1) It shall review and concur in a long-range (six-year) capital plan for 
proposed state parks restoration, which long-range plan shall commence June 1, 
1996. Prior to any changes in the intent of the six-year plan, the committee must 
review and concur in said changes. The capital plan may be updated annually on 
a fiscal year basis. The said plan in appropriate form shall be made available to 
all government agencies and all members of the public and news media. 


(2) The review and concurrence in any annual update of the six-year state 
parks capital plan shall be accomplished by the committee prior to September 1 
each year. Failure of the committee to concur in any annual update or disburse- 
ment pursuant to Section 40-23-35(b)(3) will not prevent the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources from proceeding with any project or dis- 
bursement of any funds. 


(d) Upon request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of 
the House shall provide such clerical assistance as the committee’s work may 
require. 


(e) Each member of the committee shall be entitled to his or her regular 
legislative compensation, his or her per diem and travel expenses for each day he 
or she attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State 
Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the chair of the committee. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, no member shall receive additional legislative 
compensation or per diem when the Legislature is in session or if a member is 
being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other state 
business. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the Constitution when all! 
requirements of this act are fulfilled: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


No person first taking public office after the effective date of this amendment 
may assume a supernumerary office. The Legislature may provide for the partici- 
pation of persons holding a public office in the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama in a separately funded unit or separately funded units if the provisions 
governing the participation for those persons are the same as for other regular 
employees participating in the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama. 


A person who, on the effective date of this amendment, is serving as a 
supernumerary official, or has made an election to become a supernumerary 
official, or is making contributions to a supernumerary program, or is otherwise 
entitled to participate in the supernumerary program established by statute may 
continue to serve or participate in the supernumerary program, which shall include 
the assumption of a supernumerary office after the effective date of this 
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amendment, according to the terms and conditions of the law which established 
the supernumerary program, notwithstanding the fact that the person may be 
reelected after the effective date of this amendment to the public office he or she 
is holding on the effective date of this amendment or to another office covered by 
the supernumerary program in which he or she is participating. No person may 
participate in both a supernumerary program and the Employees’ Retirement 
System based on the same service. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be held at the 
next general, special, primary, or constitutional amendment election held more 
than three months after final adjournment of the session of the Legislature at 
which this act is adopted. The election shall be held in accordance with Sections 
284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, and the general 
election laws of this state. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall be 
given by proclamation of the Governor. The proclamation shall be published once 
a week for four successive weeks immediately preceding the day appointed for the 
election in a newspaper in each county of the state. In every county in which no 
newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall be posted at each courthouse 
and post office.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the Alabama Sunset Law; to continue the existence and func- 
tioning of the Plumbers and Gas Fitters Examining Board with certain 
modifications; to amend Sections 34-37-3 and 34-37-5, Code of Alabama 1975, so 
as to provide further for board membership and the reversion of certain funds of 
the board to the State General Fund. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the sunset committee 
recommends the continuance of the Plumbers and Gas Fitters Examining Board, 
with the additional recommendation for statutory change as set out in Section 3 of 
this act. 


Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Plumbers and Gas Fitters 
Examining Board, created and functioning pursuant to Sections 34-37-1 to 
34-37-18, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is continued, and those code sections 
are expressly preserved. 


Section 3. Sections 34-37-3 and 34-37-5 of the Code of Alabama 1975, are 
amended to read as follows: 


"§34-37-3. 


"The board members established by this chapter, shall continue to serve on 
the board as renamed by this chapter until the expiration of their current terms. 
Provided, however, that whenever a current term on said board expires after May 
2, 1989, appointments shall be made by the governor to fill seats vacated by 
expiration of term so that each congressional district in the state shall eventually 
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be represented on such board. Appointments shall be subject to confirmation by 
the Senate. Members shall serve until their successors are appointed and quali- 


fied. The order by which such appointments from congressional districts shall be 
made by the governor shall be as follows: District No. 6; District No. 7; District No. 
5; District No. 2; District No. 4; District No. 1; and District No. 3. The governor 
shall designate the length of the term of each of his appointees not to exceed four 
years. The board shall always be composed of the following members: one 
member appointed by the governor shall be a master plumber as defined by this 
chapter; one member appointed by the governor shall be a journeyman plumber 
as defined by this chapter; one member appointed by the governor shall be a 
registered professional engineer licensed as such by the state board of registra- 
tion of professional engineers and land surveyors as provided in article 2 of 
chapter 11 of Title 34, or any subsequent act relating to the licensing of 
professional engineers; one member appointed by the governor shall be a munici- 
pal or county building official; one member appointed by the governor shall be a 
master gas fitter as defined in this chapter; one member appointed by the gover- 
nor shall be a journeyman gas fitter as defined in this chapter; and one member 
appointed by the governor shall be appointed from the public at large. The 
member representing the public at large shall not be engaged or otherwise 
connected with the plumbing or gas industry or the installation of plumbing or gas 
work nor connected with any person, firm or corporation handling or dealing in 
material, fixtures or appliances connected with plumbing or gas work. The mem- 


bership of the board shall be inclusive and reflect the racial, gender, geographic, 
urban/rural, and economic diversity of the state. 


"§34-37-5, 


"(a) There is established a separate special revenue trust fund in the State 
Treasury to be known as the Alabama Plumbers and Gas Fitters Examining Board 
Fund. All receipts collected by the board under this chapter shall be deposited in 
this fund and used only to carry out this chapter. The fund shall be disbursed only 
by warrant of the State Comptroller upon the State Treasury upon itemized 
vouchers approved by the executive director of the board or, in the absence of the 
executive director, by the deputy director. No funds shall be withdrawn or 
expended except as budgeted and allotted according to Sections 41-4-80 to 
41-4-96, inclusive, as amended, and only in amounts as stipulated in the general 
appropriation bill or other appropriation bills. Any funds unspent and 
unencumbered at the end of each fiscal year that exceed 25 percent of the 

board’s budget for the previous fiscal year shall Retvevert be transferred to the 
State General Fund, but shal-earry forward te the -sueceeding fiseal-year forthe 
use-oHhe-beard. 


"(b) The executive director and the deputy director of the board shall, before 
entering upon the duties of their office, make and file with the Secretary of State 
an official bond in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), unless covered by the 
state blanket bond. The appropriate premiums on the bond shall be paid out of 
the funds of the board, and the bond shall be executed by an approved bonding 
fidelity or guaranty company qualified to do business in Alabama and acceptable 
to the Secretary of State."

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains.

"(a) There is hereby created the board of heating and air conditioning 
contractors. The board shall consist of seven members, who shall be subject to 
confirmation by the Senate and whose initial appointments shall be effective as of 
July 1, 1982 as follows: One member shall be appointed by the governor for an 
initial term of one year, and must be a mechanical engineer; one member shall be 
appointed by the governor for an initial term of four years and must be a heating 
and air conditioning contractor; one member shall be appointed by the lieutenant 
governor for an initial term of three years and must be a trade representative of 
equipment manufacturer or supplier; one member shall be appointed by the 
governor for an initial term of three years and must be a consumer from the 
general public; one member shall be appointed by the speaker of the house of 
representatives for an initial term of two years and must be a trade representative 
of service, repair parts industry; one member shall be appointed by the lieutenant 
governor for an initial term of two years, and must be a representative from county 
or local inspection services department; and one member shall be appointed by 
the speaker of the house of representatives for an initial term of three years, and 
must be a consumer from the general public. Their successors, who shall be 
appointed by the same respective appointing authorities, and must possess the 
same respective occupational qualifications, shall each serve not more than two 
consecutive terms of office of four years each and until their successors are 


appointed and qualified. The membership of the board shall be inclusive and 
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reflect the racial, gender, geographic, urban/rural, and economic diversity of the 


state. 


"(b) All moneys, equipment and property of the board created pursuant to 
sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17, shall, effective July 1, 1982, be transferred to 
the board created in subsection (a) above. The board shall pay all money 
received under this chapter to the State Treasurer, who shall keep the money ina 
separate fund for the board. All money remaining at the end of the fiscal year 
which exceeds 25 percent of the board’s budget for the previous year shall be 


transferred to the State General Fund."

Section 3. Section 8-6-51 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to 
read as follows:

"(a) The Securities Commission shall consist of the Attorney General of 
Alabama, the State Superintendent of Banks, the State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance and twe four other members appointed by the Governor by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate.

The 
words shall include the chief, assistant chief, wardens, engineers, captains, 
firemen, and all other officers and employees of sueh the departments who 
actually engage in fire fighting or in rendering first aid in case of drownings or 
asphyxiation at the scene of action. The words shall also include volunteer 


firefighters who are active members of certified volunteer fire departments under 
Section 9-3-17, who have at least 30 hours of firefighting training annually and 
meet medical examination requirements as certified by the chief of the fire 
department, and state firefighters who are structural or wildland firefighters 
employed by the state and who have received the minimum training for a

"(4) PEACE OFFICER. All sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, constables, municipal

payment of compensation may be made to them as hereinafter authorized. Ifa 
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fireman, peace officer, certified police officer, or reserve law enforcement officer is 
killed while engaged in the performance of his or her duties and there are no 
dependents or partial dependents, then his or her mother or father shall be eligible 
for compensation and payment of compensation may be made to them.

"In the event a peace officer, era fireman, or a volunteer fireman, who is a 
member of an organized volunteer fire department registered with the Alabama 
forestry commission, is killed, either accidentally or deliberately, or dies as a result 
of injuries received while engaged in the performance of his or her duties, or in the 
event a firefighter dies as a result of a “firefighter’s occupational disease" as the 


term is defined for a city firefighter in Section 11-43-144, his or her dependents

Chapter 4 of Title 29 of the Code of Alabama 1975 and adding a new chapter in 
lieu thereof relating to subordinate officers and employees of the Legislature; 
repealing Sections 29-2-7, 29-2-21, and 29-2-53 of the Code of Alabama 1975; 
and providing for a delayed effective date. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 29-1-9, 29-1-12, 29-2-22, 29-2-41, and 29-2-62 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975 are amended to read as follows:

36-26-10, whether provided for by legislative action, by action of the State Person- 
nel Board, or by rules of the State Personnel Department, shall apply with equal 
force to all legislative personnel, officers, and employees, including, but not limited 
to, Legislative Reference Service personnel. Legislative personne! as herein 
referred to, who are employed on a full time basis and such part-time employees 
with two or more years of continuous service, shall be entitled to the same number 
of annual increases as those provided for employees in the classified and unclas- 
sified service, and shall further be entitled to exceptional step raises as provided 
for by law or rules of the State Personnel Department and merit system when 
approved by the appointing authority. 


(b) The Director of the State Personnel Department shall revise the 
schedules of rates set forth in the pay plan for all employees covered under this 
section to reflect any increases provided for herein and shall certify the same to 
the State Comptroller, who shall issue warrants in accordance therewith. 


(c) For purposes of pay and employment benefits, rights, and privileges, all 
personnel employed pursuant to this chapter, other than those persons employed 
on a temporary or part-time basis, shall be treated as other employees of the 
state.

In the selection of the employees of the Legislature, there shall be no 
discrimination on account of sex, race, creed, or color.

(a) Security personnel employed by the House of Representatives and the 
Senate shall be responsible for the security of the fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, and 
eighth floors of the Alabama State House, such other areas within the Alabama 
State House as are used by the Legislature, and such other areas in accordance 
with Section 29-1-19. 


(b) The security officers employed under this chapter shall have the powers 
of peace officers in this state and may exercise those powers only in the areas 
designated in subsection (a). 


Every department, agency, and bureau of the State of Alabama shall assist 
in any manner requested by the Legislature in assuring the security of the areas of 
the Alabama State House designated in subsection (a). 


§29-4-5. 


(a) Any Alabama state trooper who retires, and who has not reached the 
age of 65, may be employed or reemployed as a guard, marshal, or doorkeeper 
for either house of the Legislature without regard to the laws of the State Merit 
System or to the State Employees’ Retirement System. 


(b) The retirement benefits of such a retired employee which have accrued 
prior to employment as a guard, marshal, or doorkeeper for the Legislature shall 
not be suspended or decreased because of the subsequent employment in any 
such capacity with the Legislature. 


§29-4-6. 


(a) It is lawful and permissible for any public employee who has retired 
under the Employees’ Retirement System or the Judicial Retirement Fund to be 
employed with the House of Representatives, the Senate, the Department of the 
Examiners of Public Accounts, the Legislative Fiscal Office, or the Legislative 
Reference Service if the person so employed is physically and mentally capable of 
performing the required work in the opinion of the employing authority, is not 
employed in a permanent full-time capacity, does not replace a full-time employee, 
and does not receive compensation and expenses, other than reimbursement of 
normally reimbursable employee expenses, in excess of the base allowed under 
federal Socia! Security for a person age 67, as set from year to year, for any 
legislative session in a calendar year. 


(b) A retiree employed under this section shall continue to receive all 
retirement benefits which the retiree would normally receive if he or she were not 
so employed, subject to the limitations of this section. 


(c) The responsibility for compliance with this section is placed upon the 
employing authority and each retiree employed under this section shall certify to 
the employer any information required for compliance with this section. 
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(d) Nothing in this section or any other provision of law shall prevent a 
person age 65 or over who has retired under the Employees’ Retirement System 
or the Judicial Retirement Fund from performing services for the House of 
Representatives, the Senate, the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts, 
the Legislative Fiscal Office, or the Legislative Reference Service as an 
independent contractor without regard to the limitations in subsection (a). 


ARTICLE 2 
OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES OF THE SENATE 
§29-4-20. 


(a) The subordinate officers of the Senate consist of the Secretary of the 
Senate and an Assistant Secretary of the Senate. The Secretary of the Senate 
shall be a full-time employee, elected as provided by law, and compensated as 
provided in this chapter. 


(b) The Secretary of the Senate, after serving in that capacity for nine 
successive years, shall attain continuing service status and may be removed only 
for cause by a vote of a majority of the members elected to the Senate after 10 
days’ notice of the intention to vote thereon together with a written notice of the 
cause for such removal. The service herein provided shall begin on the date of 
the original election to such office, whether such original election occurred prior to 
May 1, 1973, or otherwise. The Secretary of the Senate, after attaining continuing 
service status, shall not participate in political activities such as are prohibited by 
the Merit System Act in Section 36-26-38. 


(c) The Assistant Secretary of the Senate shall serve only while the Legisla- 
ture is in session. The Assistant Secretary of the Senate shall be elected by a 
majority vote of the Senate. 


(d) Nothing herein shall prohibit the Assistant Secretary of the Senate from 
being employed as a legislative employee when the Legislature is not in session, 
but in no event shall he or she be paid or receive compensation for more than one 
employment at any one time. 


(e) The Secretary of the Senate may appoint an administrative assistant. 
The administrative assistant to the Secretary shall serve at the pleasure of the 
Secretary and shall be paid from funds appropriated to the Legislature an amount 
fixed by the Secretary in accordance with that of comparable positions established 
under the State Merit System pay plan. 


(f) The Secretary of the Senate may employ a chief clerk who shall be a full- 
time employee. The chief clerk shall serve at the pleasure of the Secretary of the 
Senate and shall be paid from funds appropriated to the Legislature an amount 
fixed by the Secretary in accordance with that of comparable positions established 
under the State Merit System pay plan.

The service herein 
provided shall begin on the date of the original election to such office, whether 
such original election occurred prior to May 20, 1996, or otherwise. The Clerk of 
the House of Representatives, after attaining continuing service status, shall not 
participate in political activities such as are prohibited by the Merit System Act in 
Section 36-26-38. 


(c) The Assistant Clerk of the House of Representatives shall serve only 
while the Legislature is in session. The Assistant Clerk of the House of 
Representatives shall be appointed by the Clerk of the House of Representatives 
with the approval of the Speaker of the House. 


(d) Nothing herein shall prohibit the Assistant Clerk of the House of 
Representatives from being employed as a legislative employee when the Legisla- 
ture is not in session, but in no event shall he or she be paid or receive compensa- 
tion for more than one employment at any one time. 
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(e) The Clerk of the House of Representatives may appoint an administra- 
tive assistant. The administrative assistant to the Clerk shall serve at the pleasure 
of the Clerk and shall be paid from funds appropriated to the Legislature an 
amount fixed by the Clerk in accordance with that of comparable positions 
established under the State Merit System pay plan. 


(f) The Clerk of the House of Representatives may employ a chief clerk who 
shall be a full-time employee. The chief clerk shall serve at the pleasure of the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives and shall be paid from funds appropriated 
to the Legislature an amount fixed by the Clerk of the House of Representatives in 
accordance with that of comparable positions established under the State Merit 
System pay plan. 


§29-4-31. 


The Speaker of the House of Representatives shall administer the oaths 
required to the subordinate officers of the House of Representatives. 


§29-4-32. 


(a) The Clerk of the House of Representatives shall receive an annual salary 
of such amount as has heretofore or as may hereafter be fixed by law, payable as 
the salaries of other state officers or employees are paid. 


(b) The compensation of the Assistant Clerk of the House of 
Representatives shall be fixed by the Clerk of the House of Representatives. 


§29-4-33. 


(a) The Clerk of the House of Representatives shall not retain any of the 
fees charged for the sale of copies of bills introduced in the Legislature. All such 
fees shall be deposited in the State Treasury to the credit of the General Fund and 
shall be used to cover the expenses of the Legislature. 


(b) The Clerk of the House of Representatives shall disclose his or her 
personal income in the same manner and under the same statutes as apply to all 
other members of the legislative branch of government.

The compensation of 
personnel so employed shall be fixed by the Lieutenant Governor in accordance 
with that of comparable positions established under the State Merit System pay 
plan. The Lieutenant Governor may prescribe the duties and responsibilities of the 
personnel of the office. All personnel appointed pursuant to this section shall 
serve at the pleasure of the Lieutenant Governor making the appointment. 


Compensation of personnel employed pursuant to this section shall be 
payable as the salaries of other state employees are paid. The compensation of 
those personnel shall be paid from funds appropriated to the Office of the Lieuten- 
ant Governor. The compensation, expense allowances, or other emoluments due 
those personnel shall be certified by the Lieutenant Governor to the Comptroller 
who shall issue a warrant therefor from funds appropriated to the Office of the 
Lieutenant Governor. 


Business travel by the Lieutenant Governor and by the personnel of the 
Office of the Lieutenant Governor shall be approved by the Lieutenant Governor 
and shall be paid from funds appropriated to the Office-of the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor. The Lieutenant Governor shall have authority to purchase, lease, or contract 
equipment, supplies, and services for use by the Office of the Lieutenant Governor 
and pay for the equipment, supplies, and services from funds appropriated to the 
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Office of the Lieutenant Governor. The purchase, lease, or contract for 
equipment, supplies, or services is exempt from the requirements of Chapter 16 
(commencing with Section 41-16-1) of Title 41. 


ARTICLE 6 
SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
§29-4-60. 


The Office of the Speaker of the House of Representatives shall be separate 
and distinct from the Legislature, any state agency, entity, or official. The Speaker 
of the House of Representatives may appoint, without regard to the State Merit 
System law, such personnel as may be necessary to carry out the duties and 
functions of the office. The compensation of personnel so employed shall be fixed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representatives in accordance with that of 
comparable positions established under the State Merit System pay plan. The 
Speaker of the House of Representatives may prescribe the duties and 
responsibilities of the personnel of the office. All personnel appointed pursuant to 
this section shall serve at the pleasure of the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives making the appointment. 


Compensation of personnel employed pursuant to this section shall be 
payable as the salaries of other state employees are paid. The compensation of 
those personnel shall be paid from funds appropriated to the Office of the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives. The compensation, expense allowances, or 
cther emoluments due those personnel shall be certified by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives to the Comptroller who shall issue a warrant therefor 
from funds appropriated to the Office of the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 


Business travel by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and by the 
personnel of the Office of the Speaker of the House of Representatives shall be 
approved by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and shall be paid from 
funds appropriated to the Office of the Speaker of the House of Representatives. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives shall have authority to purchase, 
lease, or contract equipment, supplies, and services for use by the Office of the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives and pay for the equipment, supplies, 
and services from funds appropriated to the Office of the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 


Section 4. Sections 29-2-7, 29-2-21, and 29-2-53 of the Code of Alabama

the second and subsequent license plate; to provide a penalty for operating a 
vehicle without annual renewal decals; and to provide that the surviving spouse 
shall be required to acquire annual decals for vehicles registered under Section 
32-6-250. 


Relating to motor vehicle distinctive license tags so as to provide for distinc- 
tive motor vehicle license tags for members of the Freemasons, Scottish Rite 
Freemasons, Boy Scout supporters, Girl Scout supporters, and Emergency 
Medical Technicians; to also permit the purchase of "Educator" and "Retired

Section 4. (a) Organizations. Persons associated with the following 
organizations as noted below shall be eligible to purchase a distinctive state 
license tag: 


(1) Members in good standing of The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Free 
and Accepted Masons of the State of Alabama, hereinafter referred to as 
Freemasons. 


(2) Members in good standing of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry, Southern Jurisdiction of the United States of America, Orient of 
Alabama, hereinafter referred to as the Scottish Rite. 
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(3) Supporters of the Boy Scouts of America. 
(4) Supporters of the Girl Scouts of America. 
(5) Emergency Medical Technicians. 


(b) Eligibility. Members or supporters (as noted and required in subsection 
(a) above) who are owners of a motor vehicle and residents of the State of 
Alabama may be issued a distinctive license tag for the above listed organizations 
upon application to the appropriate probate judge or license commissioner. The 
usual and customary prerequisites of obtaining a license tag shall be met by the 
applicant, including complying with the vehicle registration and licensing laws, 
paying the regular fees required by law for license tags for private passenger or 
pleasure motor vehicles. In addition to the regular fees for obtaining a license tag, 
the applicant shall also pay an additional annual fee as required in this section. 


(c) Additional Fees and Distribution. The additional annual fees and distri- 
bution thereof shall be as listed below for each organization. 


(1) Freemasons: $50, of which $5 shall be remitted to the State Comptroller 
for transmittal to the State Treasurer for deposit into the Penny Trust Fund. After 
other administrative fees have been deducted from the remaining $45, the 
remaining amount shall be transmitted to the Freemasons, a portion of which may 
be distributed to the Alabama Masonic Home in Montgomery, Alabama, as 
determined by the Grand Lodge. 


(2) Scottish Rite: $50, of which $5 shall be remitted to the State Comptroller 
for transmittal to the State Treasurer for deposit into the Penny Trust Fund. After 
other administrative fees have been deducted from the remaining $45, the 
remaining amount shall be transmitted to the Scottish Rite for use by the Scottish 
Rite Foundation of Alabama, Incorporated. 


(3) Boy Scouts of America: $50, of which $25 shall be remitted to the State 
Comptroller for transmittal to the State Treasurer for deposit into the Penny Trust 
Fund. After other administrative fees have been deducted from the remaining 
$25, the remaining amount shall be transmitted to the Alabama Boy Scouts 
Stewardship Education Committee in Anniston, Alabama. The Committee shall 
distribute other proper proportionate amounts to other Alabama Boy Scout 
councils. 


(4) Girl Scouts of America: $50, of which $25 shall be remitted to the State 
Comptroller for transmittal to the State Treasurer for deposit into the Penny Trust 
Fund. After other administrative fees have been deducted from the remaining 
$25, the remaining amount shall be transmitted to the South Central Alabama Girl 
Scouts Council in Montgomery, Alabama. The Council shall distribute the proper 
proportionate amounts to other Alabama Girl Scout councils. 
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(5) Emergency Medica! Technicians: $50. After administrative fees have 
been deducted, the remaining amount shall be transmitted to the State Comptrol- 
ler who shall transmit the funds to the State Treasurer for deposit into the Penny 
Trust Fund. 


(d) Design of Tags. The design of the distinctive license tags provided for in 
this act shall be subject to the approval of the Commissioner of the Department of 
Revenue. A "Design Committee" shall advise the Commissioner on the design of 
the tag for each of the organizations enumerated in this section. The Design 
Committee shall be appointed by each organization and shall be composed of 
three members who shall serve without pay. The respective organizations shall 
advise the Department of Revenue of the Design Committee’s appointment and 
the identity of the Committee members and the Committee’s Chairperson. In the 
absence of an appointed committee, the Department of Revenue shall unilaterally 
design the tag for the organization. 


(e) Administrative. The following administrative provisions are established: 


(1) The Penny Trust Fund is the Fund established by Amendment 512 of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, and as provided in Chapter 15A of 
the Code of Alabama 1975. 


(2) The appropriate probate judge or license commissioner, as the case may 
be, is authorized to deduct the usual and customary administrative costs for each 
of the tags provided for in this act, including the costs of production. 


(3) The proceeds of the sales of the distinctive license tag shall be 
distributed monthly by the appropriate judge or license commissioner to the State 
Comptroller. The State Comptroller shall then distribute the funds to the appropri- 
ate organization and/or to the State Treasurer as stipulated in this section. 


(4) The distinctive tags shall be issued, printed, and processed like other 
distinctive and personalized tags provided for in Chapter 6 of Title 32 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975. The tags shall be valid for five years and may be replaced with 
either a standard, personalized, or new distinctive tag as provided herein. Pay- 
ment of required license fees and taxes for the years during which a new tag is not 
issued shall be evidenced as provided in §32-6-63, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(5) The distinctive license tags issued pursuant to this section shall not be 
transferable between motor vehicle owners. In the event the owner of a vehicle 
bearing the distinctive tag sells, trades, exchanges, or otherwise disposes of the 
motor vehicle, the tag shall be retained by the owner to whom it was issued and 
returned to the judge of probate or license commissioner of the county, who shall 
receive and account for the tag as provided in this section. !n the event the owner 
acquires by purchase, trade, exchange, or otherwise, a vehicle for which no 
standard tag has been issued during the current license period, the judge of 
probate or license commissioner of the county shall, upon being furnished by the 
owner proper certification of the acquisition of the vehicle and the payment of the 
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motor vehicle license tax due upon the vehicle, authorize the transfer and use of 
the distinctive license tag previously purchased by the owner for the remainder of 
the current license period of the tag. In the event the owner of the distinctive 
license tag acquires by purchase, trade, exchange, or otherwise, a vehicle for 
which a standard tag has been issued during the current license year, the judge of 
probate or license commissioner shall, upon proper certification of the owner and 
upon delivery to the official of the standard tag previously issued for the vehicle, 
authorize the owner of the newly-acquired vehicle to place the distinctive license 
tag previously purchased for the vehicle and use for the remainder of the then 
current license period. The notice of transfer of ownership shal! be made by 
record to the judge of probate or the license commissioner. Any person acquiring 
by purchase, trade, exchange, or otherwise, any vehicle formerly bearing the 
distinctive tag may, upon certification of the fact to the judge of probate or license 
commissioner of the county and the payment of the fee now required by law, 
purchase a standard replacement tag for the vehicle which shall authorize the 
operation of the vehicle by the new owner for the remainder of the license period. 


(6) Upon termination of membership with the appropriate Freemasonry or 
Scottish Rite organization, or employment as an Emergency Medical Technician, a 
person to whom a distinctive license tag was issued under this section shall, within 
30 days, return the tag to the judge of probate or the license commissioner of the 
county where the applicant resides. 


(7) Upon meeting all of the criteria, the applicant shall be issued a 
personalized motor vehicle license tag upon which, in lieu of the numbers 
prescribed by law, shall be inscribed special letters, figures, numbers, or other 
marks, emblems, symbols, or badges of distinction or personal prestige, or combi- 
nation thereof, as are approved for and assigned to the application by the State 
Department of Revenue. 


(f) Charitable Contribution. Fees paid pursuant to this section shall repre- 
sent a charitable contribution under the Alabama Income Tax laws from the 
purchaser. 


Section 5. Section 32-6-302 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to 
read as follows: 


"§32-6-302. 


“(a) Owners of motor vehicles who are residents of Alabama and who are 
receiving monthly retirement checks from the Teachers’ Retirement System of 
Alabama, or who are receiving monthly retirement checks from an education 
retirement pension program from any other state, or their spouses, shall be eligible 
to apply for and receive "Retired Educator" cemmemerative distinctive or 
personalized license tags er-ptates as provided in this divisien section. Owners of 
motor vehicles who are residents of Alabama and who are currently employed by 
a public education school system, college, university, institution, or who are active 
and contributing members of the Teachers’ Retirement System, or who are 
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employed by the State Department of Education, or their spouses, shall be eligible 
to apply for and receive "Educator" eemmemerative distinctive or personalized 
license tags er-ptates as provided in this divisien section. 


An applicant to receive a "Retired Educator" or "Educator" eemmemerative 
distinctive or personalized license tag er-ptate for private passenger or motor 
vehicles shall meet the following criteria: 


(1) Apply to the appropriate judge of probate or commissioner of license as 
the case may be. 


(2) Comply with the state motor vehicle laws, relating to registration and 
licensing of motor vehicles. 


(3) Pay the regular license fee for license tags er-plates as provided by law 
for private passenger or pleasure motor vehicles. 


(4) Pay an additional annual fee of twenty-five dollars ($25) for the "Retired 
Educator" tag ertieerse-plate and fifty dollars ($50) for the "Educator" tag er 
feense-plate. 


(5) Present documentation or certification to the appropriate judge of 
probate or commissioner of licenses, as the case may be, that the applicant is 
either receiving a monthly allotment as a retired education employee or is the 


spouse of a retired education employee; or, in the case of "Educator" tags oer 
tieense_plates, is currently employed or is the spouse of a person currently 
employed, in public education as provided in this section. A statement by the 
applicant that he or she is the spouse of an educator or retired educator shall be 
prima facie proof of the eligibility of a person to receive a distinctive tag. 


"(b) Upon meeting all of the criteria, the applicant shall be issued a 
personalized motor vehicle license tag er-plate upon which, in lieu of the numbers 
prescribed by law, shall be inscribed special letters, figures, numbers, or other 
marks, emblems, symbols, or badges of distinction or personal prestige, or combi- 
nation thereof, as are approved for and assigned to the application by the State 
Department of Revenue. 


"(c) The distinctive eemmemerative tags provided for in this division section 
shall be issued, printed, and processed in the same manner as other personalized 
tags in Section 32-6-150. The distinctive eemmemerative tags shall be valid for 
five years and shall be replaced at the end of the period with conventional tags or 
other personalized tags. Payment of the required motor vehicle license fees and 
taxes for the years during which a new vehicle license plate is not issued shall be 
evidenced as provided for in Section 32-6-63. 


"(d) The Commissioner of Revenue shall approve the distinctive design of 
the tags erplates provided in this division section, and the approval shall be 
subject to submission of the design by the Education Tag Advisory Committee, 
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which committee shall be strictly voluntary and the members shall serve without 
pay or remuneration. The Education Tag Advisory Committee shall consist of 
three members who shall be appointed by the Alabama Education Association. 
The design of the distinctive tag shall be subject to approval of the Revenue 
Commissioner and shall comply with all applicable laws and regulations pertaining 
to car tags and licenses, except that Section 32-6-54 shall not apply to this divi- 
sion. 


"(e) Fees collected pursuant to this division section shall be transmitted 
timely to the State Treasurer. After payment to the Department of Corrections for 
its costs of manufacture and administration of the ceramemerative distinctive tags, 
the balance shall be transferred by the State Comptroller into the Penny Trust 
Fund established by Amendment 512 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, and 
as provided in Chapter 15A of Title 41. 


“(f) Fees paid pursuant to this divisier section represent a charitable contri- 
bution under the Alabama Income Tax laws from the purchaser to the Penny Trust 
Fund" 


Section 6. All !aws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed. 


Section 7. Sections 1, 2, and 3 of this act shall become effective on January 
1, 1997. The remainder of this act shall become effective immediately upon the 
act’s passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make an appropriation to the Department of Public Health in the amount 
of $4,564,831 from the Education Trust Fund for the support and maintenance of 
the Emergency Medical Services Programs for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1997. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. There is hereby appropriated to the Department of Public Health 


for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, the sum of $4,564,831 from the 
Education Trust Fund to be used as follows: 
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(1) For funding Birmingham Regional Medical Services System, $345,100; 
(2) For funding East Alabama Emergency Medical Services, Inc., $345,100; 
(3) For funding North Alabama Emergency Medical Services, Inc., $345,100; 


(4) For funding Southeast Alabama Emergency Medical Services, Inc., 
$345,100; 


(5) For funding Southwest Alabama Emergency Medical Services, Inc., 
$345,100; 


(6) For funding West Alabama Emergency Medical Services, Inc. $345,100; 


(7) For funding special scientific studies and data records for emergency 
medical services providers to evaluate effectiveness of educational programs at all 
levels, and regional equipment and training grant funds for emergency medical 
services, $499,594; 


(8) For improvement in emergency medical services through services 
offered at the state level, $215,722; 


(9) For emergency medical services education, $1,778,915 as provided in 
Section 3 herein. 


Section 2. The amounts appropriated under subsections (1) through (6) of 
Section 1 shall be used to fund contracted services to permit operation and 
maintenance of the agencies named and for the purchase of instructional supplies 
and new instructional equipment by those agencies. The amount appropriated 
under subsection (7) of Section 1 that is not disbursed for the funding of special 
scientific studies and data records for emergency medical services providers to 
evaluate the effectiveness of educational programs at all levels shall be disbursed 
by contract with the regional agencies named for equipment and training grant 
funds and shall be placed in segregated accounts to be used exclusively for 
grants for reimbursement of the cost of equipment, tuition, and expenses for 
training by emergency medical services providers. Equipment and training grant 
funds shall be allocated to the agencies named based upon the following formula: 
50 percent to be divided equally among the agencies named; 25 percent to be 
apportioned among the agencies based upon the number of square miles in the 
geographic area represented by each agency; and 25 percent to be apportioned 
among the agencies based upon the population of the area represented by each 
agency according to the latest federal census. Any funds not contracted for and 
expended for the purposes of this act shall revert to the appropriate fund at the 
end of the fiscal year. 


Section 3. The Alabama Emergency Medical Services Education 
Commission (hereinafter referred to as the Commission) shall direct the expendi- 
ture of the funds that are appropriated for such purpose by the Legislature by 
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making grants to state junior colleges, state technical colleges, and other public 
institutions of higher learning for the purposes of providing emergency medical 
services education. For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, the 
Commission shall direct the expenditure of $1,778,915 for the purposes of this 
section. To be eligible for a grant from the Commission, an institution shall be 
certified by the Alabama Department of Public Health as having an emergency 
medical services primary education program whose graduates are eligible to be 
examined for state licensure as emergency medical technicians at the EMT-Basic, 
EMT-Intermediate, or EMT-Paramedic level or a combination thereof and shall be 
subject to all conditions that in the view of the Commission are necessary to 
assure that grant funds are expended for emergency medical services education 
purposes. The Commission may require financial statements as a condition of 
grant acceptance. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1996, after its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To provide a four percent (4%) cost-of-living adjustment for certain public 
education employees with the beginning of the 1996-97 fiscal year and to continue 
thereafter; to require a revision of the state salary matrix for certificated personnel 
and to require adjustments on loca! salary schedules to reflect the cost-of-living 
adjustment provided herein for the fiscal year 1996-97 and thereafter; to provide 
that certain salary schedules at two-year colleges shall be upgraded to reflect 
cost-of-living adjustment for fiscal year 1996-97; and to establish miscellaneous 
pay provisions. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The State Budget Officer shall allocate to the State Board of 
Education, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the 
Board of Youth Services Department District, the Alabama School of Fine Arts, 
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and the Alabama School of Mathematics and Science, for disbursement to the 
employees thereof funds based on the following criteria. It is not the intent of the 
Legislature to make an appropriation in this act. 


(a) Certificated Personnel (K-12). For the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1996, and each year thereafter, each cell on the state salary matrix contained in 
the annual budget act for the public schools shall be increased by four percent 
(4%) in addition to the amounts contained in the 1995-96 annual budget act as 
required and provided by Acts 95-313 and 95-314 and as contained in Section 
16-6B-8 and Section 16-13-231, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. If the 
increases in the state salary matrix required in this subsection do not guarantee at 
least an increase in pay for each teacher in the amount of four percent (4%), then 
the teacher shall be guaranteed a pay increase in the amount of four percent (4%) 
for fiscal year 1996-97 and such pay increase shall be reflected in the appropriate 
local salary schedule and paid to each certificated employee, excepting 
superintendents of education. Each certificated employee shall be properly placed 
on the state salary matrix according to degree earned and years of public 
education service (either in-state or out-of-state). The employee shall be paid 
according to degree earned and the length of public education experience. The 
local board of education shall transmit to the State Department of Education the 
appropriate notice of the earned advanced degree for each employee in a timely 
fashion; thereafter, the employee shail be paid for the advanced degree as soon 
as the degree is certified to the State Department of Education as being earned. 


(b) Education Support Personnel (K-12). A four percent (4%) salary 
increase shall be paid to each public education support worker and adult bus 
driver employed for the fiscal year 1996-97 in addition to the salary received 
during the 1995-96 fiscal year, except employees covered under the state’s merit 
system at the Department of Youth Services District. Each board of education 
shall establish and maintain a salary schedule for each class and type of employ- 
ee and each step of each salary schedule shall be increased to reflect a four 
percent (4%) pay increase which shall be given to the person employed for the 
1996-97 fiscal year and each year thereafter. No state-provided fringe benefits for 
any lunchroom worker shall be paid from lunchroom sales or from any other 
aspect of the Child Nutrition Program. Salary increases provided herein and state- 
provided fringe benefits are funded from the annual Education Trust Fund appro- 
priation in the Foundation Program and shall not be taken from the Child Nutrition 
Program. 


(c) AIDB. A four percent (4%) salary increase shall be given to each person 
employed by the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind for the fiscal year 1996-97 
in addition to the salary received during the 1995-96 fiscal year. The board shall 
establish and maintain a salary schedule for each class and type of employee and 
each step of each salary schedule shall be increased to reflect a four percent (4%) 
pay increase which shall be paid to the person employed for the 1996-97 fiscal 
year and each year thereafter. 
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(d) Postsecondary. All salary schedules of two-year postsecondary 
institutions shall be revised by the State Board of Education to reflect an increase 
of four percent (4%) for fiscal year 1996-97. The pay increase shall be paid to 
each person employed for the fiscal year in addition to any step increase to which 
the employee is otherwise entitled. The Postsecondary Education Department 
shall take proper steps to ensure that employees on all Salary Schedules are 
given full credit for prior work experience in the public schools and colleges in 
Alabama, and shall take care to ensure proper placements on the Salary 
Schedules. The State Board of Education shall insure that all eligible employees 
who have not reached the maximum step at each public two-year postsecondary 
institution shall receive a step raise on the appropriate salary schedule. The pay 
raises provided for in this section shall be paid in addition to the step raise for any 
employee who has the requisite number of years to receive the step increase 
based on the 1995-96 salary schedule. 


Section 2. The following provisions are hereby established: 


(a) Fiscal Year. All salaries and salary increases which are established by 
the Legislature or authorized by the State Board of Education shall be paid in full 
to each person employed before the end of the applicable fiscal year as defined in 
Section 16-1-1, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 


(b) Extended Work. Employees on contracts which extend beyond 180 
days shall be given a pro rata salary increment for each day or partial day of work 
extending beyond 180 days. 


(c) Local Increment. Any cost-of-living adjustment and/or increase on the 
state salary matrix provided for in this act shall be exclusive of any local pay 
increase granted or due to the employee under provisions of the local Salary 
Schedule. 


(d) Reduced Pay. No employee shall be dismissed or have his or her work 
hours reduced or extended or have his or her salary reduced due to the provisions 
of any pay raise mandated by the Legislature or by the State Board of Education. 


(e) Community Education. Each Local Board of Education shall have the 
option to exclude from State mandated raises any Community Education or school 
sponsored child care or child enrichment program which is supplemental to the 
regular K-12 program required by the State (e.g. Extended-Day, Pre-school and 
Summer Enrichment Programs). 


(f) Adult Basic Education. All adult basic education program employees 
shall be given the cost-of-living adjustment increase provided for by this act. The 
local board of education shall transfer to the adult basic education fund sufficient 
monies to pay the full cost of the salary increase provided in. 


Section 3. The Legislature by its passage of Act 95-314 requires the phase 
out of hold harmless funds to be completed in FY 1999 in scheduled increments 
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over a four-year period. Notwithstanding the legally required phase down 
schedule, the Legislature recognizes that certain school systems desire a year to 
adjust to the required 4% pay increase for education personnel. For FY 1997 
only, the State Department of Education may exclude 2% of the amount of the pay 
raise included in the Foundation Program from the calculation of the hold harmless 
amount to be distributed from the Public School Fund.

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Section 2. Prior to release of any funds appropriated under this bill for fiscal 
year 1996-97, an operations plan including goals and measurable performance 
indicators for fiscal year 1996-97 and an audited financial statement for all 
operations during fiscal year 1994-95 must be forwarded to the Director of 
Finance and to the Legislative Fiscal Office. The performance indicators may 
include such items as number of clients served by exceptionality, number of client 
service plans developed, number of clients successfully completing service plan 
goals, expenditures per client, expenditures per client hour served, faculty/staff 
per client, and state appropriation per client. It is the intent of the Legislature to 
release fiscal year 1996-97 funds following receipt of these reports. 


Section 3. In making distribution of the above appropriated funds, the State 
Board of Education shall require quarterly reports of expenditures and of progress 
toward achieving the goals and performance indicators submitted with the fiscal 
year 1996-97 operations plan. The State Board of Education shall include in any 
budget request for the above entities for any subsequent fiscal year actual and 
projected performance indicators as may be required of state agencies. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part that 
remains.

WHEREAS, we gather at the twilight of this session to conduct the annual 
sine die benediction known as the Shroud Award, a sacred ceremony mourning 
the death of those bills which were denied statutory salvation and were forbidden 
entry into the Golden Book of Acts,... but instead were eternally vanquished to the 
meaningless and inconsequential jungle of the journals; and to publicly and 
perpetually declare the sponsor of the deadest piece of legislation introduced in 
the House of Representatives this session as the recipient of the 1996 Shroud 
Award; and 


WHEREAS, with lawmakers’ woeful laments and wild laughter in their ears, 
the Representatives burdened with the onerous obligation of determining those 
bills which are merely dead,.... and that one magnificent obsession which is worthy 
of both this award and being lifted above the mortal to a better place,... have 
assembled, deliberated, and returned these revered results; and 


WHEREAS, prior to conferring the cloak,... this final day ritual demands that 
we once more mention, with mixed metaphors, the bills which will be laid to rest 
beneath the turf of the legislative lawn of lost laws,... a burial plot filled with 
runners-up undeserving of this fabric of the finest,...but whose unremarkable lives 
and recent deaths should be fleetingly remembered and bestowed brief recogni- 
tion. The obituaries of these two-time losers commence: 


House Bill 4 by Representative Phil Crigler, proposing a constitutional 
amendment providing for initiative and referendum, the top priority of the 
Governor,... at least for a couple of minutes. A motion to bring this revolutionary 
theory up out of order sank like a crate of tea dumped into Boston Harbor.,... 
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distressing those radio talk show callers whose perfect solutions to state problems 
could have appeared on your local ballot. Just that thought had government 
bureaucrats quaking in their wingtips. POWER TO THE PEOPLE has its limits, 
especially when constituents "recall" too much. 


House Bill 596 by Representative Garreth Moore, removing the pistol permit 
license requirement. Regrettably, this effort to return the state to bygone days of 
yore became jammed in Judiciary, denying to all, except criminals, the privilege of 
packing a piece in defense of one’s constitutional rights, and...., some contend, 
the ability to defend the honor of other institutions we hold dear, such as one’s 
football team, tennis shoes, and preferred beer. However, the disarming of these 
ballistic beliefs had one positive effect,...county sheriffs no longer need to fear the 
possibility of suffering wounds to either their flesh,... or more importantly,.. their 
wallets. Make the sponsor's day,... find him a Senate bill to handle! 


House Bill 1031 by Representative Riley Seibenhener, proposing a 
constitutional amendment for Houston County providing for nonpartisan elections; 
a term which surely is an oxymoron. One of the last bills introduced this year, its 
results were not worth the wait, losing on third reading by a vote of 9 to 11 froma 
temporarily bloated local delegation. An unfortunate return which denied the third 
step in the political maturity of the Wiregrass,... from a one party region,... to a two 
party region,... to a no party region. 


House Bill 865 by Representative Richard Laird, an attempt to phase out the 
state sales tax on food and instead impose a higher sales tax on other items, 
including computer programming. The wheels quickly came off the shopping cart 
carrying this single serving of tax reform to the cash register,... as the BIR was 
denied entry into the express checkout lane. Thus, taxes will remain on caviar 
and asparagus, as well as chitlins and turnip greens. The bagboy explained it to 
us: “What could be fairer than taxing groceries?... We all gotta eat!" 


House Bill 217 by Representative Thomas Jackson, a premonition requiring 
the licensing of palm readers, fortune-tellers, clairvoyants, palmists, astrologers, 
character readers, spirit mediums, and absent treatment healers. One wonders if 
the eventual cold and dark destiny of this vision would have been revealed if the 
sponsor had consulted with the intended subjects? Anyhow.,... the stars were 
misaligned, the tea leaves were foreboding, the crystal ball read black, and the 
palm of this baby had a very short lifeline. Mystic forces from another world,... in 
this instance we do not mean lobbyists, controlled the forlorn fate of this fanciful 
folly; and 


WHEREAS, as the rolling hearse delivering the deadest document 
approaches, the time has arrived to declare the bill which will everlastingly be 
adorned in this dark drape of death;... a bill which truly ignited a battle of the ages 
and sparked intense political heat;... a bill with a sappy name that levied equal 
sums of sensitivity, sensibility sarcasm, and cynicism;... a bill intended to squeeze 
a few additional slivers of silver from the stained fingers and strained budgets of 
society's modern day lepers and perceived sinners;...a bill which evoked a debate 
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concerning whether its beneficiaries were naughty or nice;... and a bill offered 
appropriately by a "bird of pray", whose flight was an earnest effort to soar over 
the fields of special interests and political pledges in order to place the future first, 
but whose attempts at winged victory plummeted into a deadly descent caused by 
a Smoking Gun and those addicted to it; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, That Representative Howard Hawk, the clipped- 
winged carrier of House Bill 269, which levied an additional cigarette tax and

A firearm or anything designed, made, or adapted 
for the purposes of inflicting death or serious physical injury, and the term shall 
include, but is not limited to, an explosive or incendiary device; a pistol, rifle, or 
shotgun; a switch-blade knife, gravity knife, stiletto, or dagger; or any billy club, 
black-jack, or metal knuckles. 


(2) PARENT. The parent, guardian, custodian, or person responsible for the 
care or control of a minor child enrolled in a public school system. 


(3) PUBLIC SCHOOL. A school composed of grades K-12 and shall include 
a school bus used'for grades K-12. 
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Section 2. (a) Possession of illegal drugs, alcohol, or a deadly weapon by a 
student on the premises of a public school or at a school-sponsored function is 
prohibited. 


(b) A student who brings or has in his or her possession illegal drugs, 
alcohol, or a deadly weapon in a public school or at a school-sponsored function 
may be expelled for a full school year considering the entire record of the student. 
A student who is expelled for violation of this act shall not be allowed to attend 
regular school classes in any public school in the state during the expulsion 
period. A student who is expelled pursuant to this act may be permitted to attend 
an alternative school designed to provide education services. Discipline of 
students with disabilities who violate this act shall be determined on a case-by- 
case basis in accordance with the requirements of the Individuals with Disabilities 
Education Act (IDEA) and Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act. 


(c) The school principal shall notify the appropriate law enforcement 
agencies and the parents of a student who violates this act. The law enforcement 
authority may notify the appropriate authority in the judicial system of violations of 
this act. 


Section 3. This act shail not be construed to repeal other criminal laws. 
Whenever conduct prescribed by this act is also prescribed by any other provision 
of law, the provision which carries the more serious penalty may be applied. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 40-23-35 and 40-23-36, Code of Alabama 1975, to limit 
the amount of sales tax discount that may be allowed per license holder; and to 
distribute the additional sales tax revenue generated beginning June 1, 1996, until 
September 30, 2002, to the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources 
for capital outlay for the state parks, public historic sites, and public historical 
parks and to the Department of Human Resources for foster care. Beginning 
October 1, 2002, $5,000,000 of the additional revenue generated annually will be 
distributed to the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources for capital 
outlay, repairs, maintenance and additions to state parks and the remainder shall 
be credited to the State General Fund. To make an appropriation to the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Natural Resources for FY 1995-96 and FY 1996-97 for 
Capital Outlay for State Parks. To create the Alabama State Parks System Joint 
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Study Committee; to provide for the duties, powers, composition, meetings, terms 
of office, and compensation of members of the committee. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 40-23-35, Code of Alabama 1975 is amended to read as 
follows: 


"§40-23-35. 


(a) Such amount of money as shall be appropriated for each fiscal year by 
the legislature to the Department of Revenue with which to pay the salaries, the 
cost of operation and management of said department shall be deducted, as a first 
charge thereon, from the taxes collected under the provisions of this division; 
provided, that the expenditure of said sum so appropriated shall be budgeted and 
allotted pursuant to Article 4 of Chapter 4 of Title 41, and limited to the amount 
appropriated to defray the expenses of operating said department for each fiscal 
year. After the payment of the expenses, so much of the amount remaining as 
may be necessary, after first applying all sums of money received by reason of the 
application of the surplus in the income tax as provided by Section 40-18-58, for 
the replacement in the public school fund of the three-mill constitutional levy ‘ or 
schools and in the general fund of the one-mill levy for soldiers’ relief and the two 
and one-half mills for general purposes lost by exemption of homestead provided 
for in this division shall be first charges against the proceeds of said licenses, 
taxes or receipts levied or collected under this division. The comptroller, with the 
approval of the governor, is hereby directed to draw his warrants payable out of 
the total proceeds of said licenses, taxes or receipts levied or collected under this 
division as herein provided in such sum as shall be found necessary to take care 
of and replace the three-mill constitutional school levy, the one-mill soldiers’ relief 
levy and the two and one-half mill levy for general purposes of the state ad 
valorem taxes lost as above set forth. 


"(b) Of the amounts of such collections in any fiscal year, remaining after 
the payment of the expenses of administration and replacement of the amounts in 
the several funds as herein provided there shall be paid into the treasury sums to 
be credited as follows: 


"(1) To the credit of the 67 counties of the state, to be divided and 
distributed as hereinafter provided, $378,000; 


"(2) To the Department of Human Resources, $1,322,000; 


"(3) Beginning June 1, 1996, until September 30, 2002, to the Department 
of Conservation and Natural Resources for capital outlay for repairs, 
beautification, renovation, alteration, and additions to state parks only and not for 
use by the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources for personnel or 
administrative use, the sum equal to the increase in receipts accruing to the State 
of Alabama due to the cap on discounts per license holder in Section 40-23-36(b). 
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All capital outlay expenditures shall be subject to the competitive bid laws of the 
State of Alabama. Provided, however, that six hundred thousand dollars 
($600,000) of such revenue each fiscal year beginning October 1, 1996, until 
September 30, 2002, shall be set aside and expended for repairs, maintenance 
and capital outlays on public historic sites and public historical parks not under the 
jurisdiction of the Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural Resources 
and one million dollars ($1,000,000) per year to the Department of Human 
Resources beginning October 1, 1996, until September 30, 2002, shall go for the 
foster children program. Such disbursements shall be made annually by an 
application and approval procedure established by the Department of Finance, 
subject to the study, review and concurrence of the Alabama State Parks System 
Joint Study Committee pursuant to Section 4(d)(2) herein; 


"(4) a. Beginning October 1, 2002, to the Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources for capital outlay, repairs and maintenance of state parks only, 
the sum of five million dollars annually from the increase in receipts accruing to the 
State of Alabama due to the cap on discounts per license holder in Section 
40-23-36(b); and, 


"b. Beginning October 1, 2002, to the credit of the State General Fund, the 
balance of the sum equal to the increase in receipts accruing to the State of 
Alabama due to the cap on discounts per license holder in Section 40-23-36(b). 


“(c) One-half of the amount deposited to the credit of the 67 counties as 
above provided, shall be divided and distributed proportionately among the 67 
counties of the state according to the population of the said counties as shown by 
the last federal census as proclaimed, published or certified by the director of the 
bureau of the census; and one-half of said proceeds shall be divided or distributed 
equally among 67 counties; provided, that the funds divided and distributed to the 
several counties of the state as hereinabove provided for shall be used exclusively 
for full-time health service in cooperation with the State Board of Health or the 
federal government, and for extension services in cooperation with the Alabama 
Agriculture Extension Service or the federal government, at the discretion of the 
county commissions of the several counties of the state. 


"(d) The amounts provided in subsection (b) for the Department of Human 
Resources shall be used for general welfare purposes. For purposes of this 
division, "general welfare purposes" means: 


"(1) The administration of public assistance as set out in Sections 38-2-5 
and 38-4-1; 


"(2) Services, including supplementation and supplementary services under 
the Federal Social Security Act, to or on behalf of persons to whom such public 
assistance may be given under said Section 38-4-1; 


"(3) Services to and on behalf of dependent, neglected or delinquent 
children; and 
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"(4) Investigative and referral services to and on behalf of needy persons. 


“(e) In addition, there shall be paid, commencing on January 1, 1978, and 
on the first day of each fiscal quarter thereafter, to the Department of Human 
Resources for a statewide, state-administered food stamp program, as authorized 
by the Food Stamp Act of 1964, Public Law 88-525, 88th Congress, and 
amendments thereto, an amount equal to five percent of the value of food stamp 
benefits issued statewide in excess of the amount paid by recipients (bonus or 
free stamps) during the immediate prior fiscal quarter, which sum so appropriated 
shall be paid quarterly to the Department of Human Resources trust fund for 
administration of the food stamp program in conformity with rules and regulations 
promulgated by the United States Department of Agriculture and in conformity with 
Sections 38-1-1 through 38-6-9. Such administrative funds shall be limited to and 
based on fiscal year 1976-77 administrative costs, normal inflationary increases 
and mandated administration requirements of the Alabama Legislature and the 
United States Department of Agriculture. The Department of Human Resources 
will not staff any county food stamp office at a level which exceeds the average 
staff-to-recipient ratios which existed in Alabama during fiscal year 1976-77. This 
restriction will apply in coordination with those provided hereinabove and, should 
conflict occur, the lesser amount of expenditure shall be required. At the end of 
each fiscal year, an accounting shall be made of said sum so that any 
unexpended and unencumbered balance of funds may be determined for the 
purpose of paying such balance to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


"(f) The amount of the proceeds of all taxes levied by this division remaining 
after the payment of the expenses of administration and enforcement and the 
replacement in the several funds of the amount lost by any homestead exemptions 
and the distribution as provided in subsections (b) and (e), shall be paid into the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund except as provided in subdivision (4) of 
Section 40-23-2 and subsection (c) of Section 40-23-61." 


Section 2. Section 40-23-36, Code of Alabama 1975 is amended to read as 
follows: 


"§40-23-36. 


“(a) The Governor may, by executive order, authorize the Department of 
Revenue to provide by proper rules and regulations for the allowance of a 
discount, not to exceed five percent of the first $100 of taxes levied and two 
percent of the taxes levied over $100 by this division and due and payable to the 
state by any person licensed under the provisions hereof; provided, that no 
discount shall be authorized or allowed upon any taxes which are not paid before 
delinquency, as in this division provided. 


"(b) For any taxes collected by the license holder on or after June 1, 1996, 
the Governor may, by executive order, authorize the Department of Revenue to 
provide by proper rules and regulations for a maximum discount to any license 
holder and shail be limited to that amount for each retail license holder regardless 
of the number of retail locations of that license holder within the state."

The committee shall convene its 
initial meting within thirty (30) days following the effective date of this act and shall 
continue in existence until September 30, 2002. Subsequent meetings shall be 
either as agreed at a prior meeting, at the call of the chair, at the written request of 
any four members or at the call of the Commissioner of the Department of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources. 


(c) Members of the committee shall be appointed for a four-year term 
concurrent with the members elected term of office. Any vacancy shall be filled in 
the same manner as the original appointment for the remainder of the term. 


(d) The powers and duties of the Alabama State Parks System Joint Study 
Committee shall be the following: 


(1) It shall review and concur in a long-range (six-year) capital plan for 
proposed state parks restoration, which long-range plan shall commence June 1, 
1996. Prior to any changes in the intent of the six-year plan, the committee must 
review and concur in said changes. The capital plan may be updated annually on 
a fiscal year basis. The said plan in appropriate form shall be made available to 
all government agencies and all members of the public and news media. 


(2) The review and concurrence in any annual update of the six-year state 
parks capital plan shail be accomplished by the committee prior to September 1 
each year. Failure of the committee to concur in any annual update or disburse- 
ment pursuant to Section 40-23-35(b)(3) will not prevent the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources from proceeding with any project or dis- 
bursement of any funds. 
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(d) Upon request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of 
the House shall provide such clerical assistance as the committee’s work may 
require. 


(e) Each member of the committee shall be entitled to his or her regular 
legislative compensation, his or her per diem and travel expenses for each day he 
or she attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State 
Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the chair of the committee.

AN ACT 


To amend Sections 5-18-10, 5-18-12, 5-18-15, 5-18-16, 5-18-17, and 
5-18-21, Code of Alabama 1975, and to repeal Section 5-18-24, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to the regulation and licensing of the small loan business; to provide 
for its operation and supervision; to provide for confidentiality of reports; to provide 
further for enforceability and liabilities of small loan contracts; to provide further for 
the promulgation and interpretation of regulations regarding small loans; and to 
change the penalty for violation. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 5-18-10, 5-18-12, 5-18-15, 5-18-16, 5-18-17, and 
5-18-21, Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 


"§5-18-10. 


"(a) Annual examinations of licensees. -- At least once each year and at 
such other time as may be deemed necessary by the supervisor of the bureau of 
loans, an examination shall be made of the place of business of each licensee and 
of the loans, transactions, books, papers, and records of steh the licensee so far 
as they pertain to the business licensed under this chapter. As cost of 
examination, the licensee shall pay to the bureau of loans the actual cost of each 
examination, the amount of which shall be reasonably prescribed under rules and 
regulations promulgated by the superintendent of banks; provided, however, the 
cost for each day of examination by each examiner shall not exceed eight times 
the average hourly rate for auditing purposes as charged by three recognized 
certified public accountancy firms in the city of Montgomery, Alabama. In addition 
thereto, the licensee shall pay as per diem the amount authorized by law for state 
employees traveling inside the state in the service of the state. All such fees shall 
be paid into the special fund set up by the state treasury pursuant to seetion 
Section 5-2A-20, and used in the supervision and examination of licensees. 


"(b) Investigations. -- For the purpose of discovering violations of this 
chapter or of securing information lawfully required hereunder, the supervisor or 
his or her duly authorized representatives may at any time investigate the 
business and examine the books, accounts, papers, and records used therein of 
(1) any licensee, (2) any other person engaged in the business described in 
subsection (a) of secttern Section 5-18-4 or participating in such business as 
principal, agent, broker, or otherwise and (3) any person who the supervisor has 
reasonable cause to believe is violating or is about to violate any provisions of this 
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chapter, whether or not suek the person shall claim to be within the authority or 
beyond the scope of this chapter. For purposes of this section, any person who 
shall advertise for, solicit, or hold himself out as willing to make loan transactions 
in the amount or of the value of $749-06 seven hundred forty-nine dollars ($749) 
or less shall be presumed to be engaged in the business described in subsection 
(a) of seetien Section 5-18-4. 


"(c) Access to records; witnesses. -- For the purposes of this section, the 
supervisor or his or her duly authorized representatives shall have and be given 
free access to the offices and places of business, files, safes, and vaults of all 
such persons and shal-have-autherityte may require the attendance of any 
person and to examine him or her under oath relative to suek the loans or sueh 
the business or to the subject matter of any examination, investigation, or hearing. 


"(d) Cease and desist orders; injunctions; receivers. -- Whenever the 
supervisor has reasonable cause to believe that any person is violating or is 
threatening to or intends to violate any provision of this chapter, he or she may in 
addition to all actions provided for in this chapter and in addition to all other 
remedies that he or she may have at law and without prejudice thereto enter an 
order requiring such person to desist or to refrain from such violation, and an 
action may be brought on the relation of the attorney general or the supervisor to 
enjoin suek the person from engaging in or continuing seh the violation or from 
doing any act or acts in furtherance thereof. In any suek action, an order or 
judgment may be entered awarding suek the preliminary or final injunction as may 
be deemed proper. In addition to all other means provided by law for the enforce- 
ment of a restraining order or injunction, the court in which suek the action is 
brought shall have the power and jurisdiction to impound and to appoint a receiver 
for the property and business of the defendant, including books, papers, 
documents, and records pertaining thereto or so much thereof as the court may 
deem reasonably necessary to prevent violations of this chapter through or by 
means of the use of said the property and business. Sueh The receiver, when 
appointed and qualified, shall have such powers and duties as to custody, 
collection, administration, winding up and liquidation of suek the property and 
business as shall from time to time be conferred upon him by the court. 


"(e) Reports of examinations and investigations of the supervisor, and the 
books and records of licensees are to be held strictly confidential, and may not be 
produced, reproduced, or otherwise made available by the State Banking Depart- 
ment to any persons other than those within the State Banking Department unless 
pursuant to a lawfully issued subpoena. This subsection does not apply to 
disclosures in proceedings brought by the supervisor pursuant to this chapter. 


"§5-18-12. 


"(a) Rules, regulations, and orders. -- The supervisor shall have authority to 
make reasonable rules, regulations, and orders for the administration and enforce- 
ment of this chapter, in addition hereto and not inconsistent herewith. Sueh The 
regulation or order shall be referenced to the section or sections of the chapter 
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which set forth the legislative standard which it interprets or to which it applies. 
Every regulation shall be promulgated by an order, and any ruling, demand, 
requirement or similar administrative act may be promulgated by an order. Every 
order shall be in writing, shall state its effective date and the date of its 
promulgation and shall be entered in an indexed permanent book which shall be a 
public record. A copy of every order promulgating a regulation and of every other 
order containing a requirement of general application shall be mailed to each 
licensee at least 10 days before the effective date thereof. The failure of a licensee 
to receive a copy of the regulations shall not exempt him from the duty of 
compliance with the valid regulations lawfully issued. 


"(b) Certified copies of official documents. -- On application of any person 
and payment of the costs thereof, the supervisor shall furnish, under his or her 
seal and signed by him or her or his or her deputy a certified copy of any license, 
regulation or order. In any court or proceeding, sueh the copy shall be prima facie 
evidence of the fact of the issuance of sueh the license, regulation or order. 


"(c) As set forth in Section 5-19-21, the supervisor may promulgate reason- 
able rules and regulations, consistent with the laws of this state, as may be 
necessary to carry out the provisions of Chapter 18 of Title 5, and issue written 
interpretations of consumer finance laws and regulations. The courts of this state 
shall apply each regulation that becomes effective and each written interpretation 
that is issued under this subsection, unless the regulation or interpretation is found 
to be arbitrary and capricious, outside the supervisor’s statutory authority, or 
violative of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901. Any licensee whose practices 
are consistent with any regulation or written interpretation shall not be liable for 
any violation of this chapter, even though the rule, or interpretation thereof, is 
tuled invalid for any reason by a court of competent jurisdiction. 


"§5-18-15. 


"(a) Maximum rates of interest and charge. -- Every licensee under this 
chapter may contract for and receive as interest on any loan of money not exceed- 
ing $749.60 seven hundred forty-nine dollars ($749) an amount at a rate not 
exceeding three percent a month on that part of the unpaid principal balance not 
in excess of $206-09 two hundred dollars ($200), two percent a month on that part 
of the unpaid principal balance in excess of $200-06 two hundred dollars ($200) 
but not exceeding $749.00 seven hundred forty-nine dollars ($749). 


“(b) Charges on loans of seventy-five dollars ($75) or less. -- On a cash 
advance of $75.00 seventy-five dollars ($75) or less a licensee may charge, in lieu 
of the charges specified in subsection (a) of this section, not in excess of $4.06 
one dollar ($1) for each $5-06 five dollars ($5) of cash advanced to the borrower, 
up to the amount of $75.68 seventy-five dollars ($75), and a period of at least 15 
days must be allowed for the repayment of each $6.06 five dollars ($5) of the cash 
advanced. Sueh The charges cannot be assessed by any subterfuge or device on 
any loan over $76.66 seventy-five dollars ($75) or on any balance of $75.00 
seventy-five dollars or less when the original cash advanced was greater than 


$75-09 seventy-five dollars ($75). 
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"(c) Method of computing charges. 


"(1) Interest or charges on loans made under this chapter shall not be paid, 
deducted, discounted, or received in advance or compounded, but the rate of 
charge authorized by this section may be precomputed as provided in subdivision 
(2) of this subsection. 


"For the purpose of this section, one month shall be that period of time from 
any date in a month to a corresponding date in the next month and, if there is not 
sueh a corresponding date, then to the next day of the next month, and a day shall 
be considered one thirtieth of a month when computation is made for a fraction of 
a month. 


"(2) When the loan contract requires repayment in substantially equa! and 
consecutive monthly installments of principal and charges or interest combined, 
the charges or interest may be precomputed at the agreed monthly or periodic rate 
not in excess of that provided for in subsection (a) or (b) of this section on 
scheduled unpaid principal balances according to the terms of the contract and 
added to the principal of the loan. Every payment may be applied to the combined 
total of principal and precomputed charge until the contract is fully paid. The 
acceptance or payment of charges on loans made under the provisions of this 
subsection shall not be deemed to constitute payment, deduction or receipt 
thereof in advance nor compounding under subdivision (1) above. 


"(d) Refunds. 


"(1) When any loan contract is paid in full by cash, a new loan, renewal, or 
otherwise one month or more before the final installment date, the licensee shall 
refund or credit the borrower with that portion of the total charges which shall be 
due the borrower as determined by schedules prepared under the rule of seventy- 
eighths or sum of the digits principle as follows: The amount of the refund or credit 
shall be as great a proportion of the total charges originally contracted for as the 
sum of the periodic time balances of the contract scheduled to follow the date of 
prepayment bears to the sum of all the periodic time balances of the contract, both 
sums to be determined according to the payment schedule originally contracted 
for. 


"(2) If the loan contract is not prepaid in full but becomes partially prepaid in 
an amount equal to three or more installments, the licensee shall reduce the 
balance due by the amount that would be required to be refunded for prepayment 
in full on the date of suek the partial prepayment and compute charges as 
payments are made thereafter in the manner prescribed in subdivision (1) of 
subsection (c) of this section, or the licensee may with the consent of the borrower 
reschedule the remaining installments and precompute charges as prescribed in 
subdivision (2) of subsection (c) of this section. 


"(e) Default or extension charges. -- #the-eentraet se-prevides, the-addition- 
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aid g a e PROTe: if the contrac so provides, 
when a Soheauies payiniattt is in desu or delingusnt for 10 or more days, the 
licensee may charge and collect an additional late charge not to exceed the 
greater of ten dollars ($10) or five percent of the amount of the scheduled payment 
in default. Each of the late charges permitted under this subsection may be 
collected only once on any scheduled payment, regardless of the period during 
which the payment remains in default or is delinquent. It is the intent of this 


subsection that if the payment date of all wholly unpaid installments is deferred or 
extended one or more full months and the contract so provides, the licensee may 
charge and collect a deferment or default charge only on the installment which is 
delinquent at the date the contract is extended or deferred. 


"(f) Rules and regulations. -- In the addition to the general authority granted 
to him by subsection (a) of seetion Section 5-18-12, the supervisor shathave 
power-and-authorityte may make such rules and regulations as he or she may 
deem necessary or advisable to insure that rebates, default charges, and defer- 
ment charges are so computed, paid to or collected from borrowers that the total 
charges collected by licensees under subdivision (2) of subsection (c) of this 
section are substantially equivalent to charges authorized to be collected by 
licensees under subsection (a) or (b) of this section. 


"(g) Recording fees. -- The licensee may collect from the borrower the actual 
fees paid a public official or agency of the state for filing, recording, or releasing 
any instrument securing the loan. 


"(h) Further charges; splitting of contracts;cerain-eentracts_veid. -- No 
further or other charges shall be directly or indirectly contracted for or received by 
any licensee, including insurance premiums of any kind, except those specifically 
authorized by this chapter. No licensee shall divide into separate parts any 
contract made for the purpose of or with the effect of obtaining charges in excess 
of those authorized by this section. All balances due to a licensee from any person 
as a borrower, or as an endorser, guarantor or surety for any borrower or 
otherwise, er-duetrem-any husband or-wite_jointly erseverally, shall be consid- 


ered a part of any loan being made by a licensee to suek the person for the 


purpose a eee eel eie pany orth totes te ee 
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"(i) Installment payments; contract period. -- No licensee shall enter into any 
contract of loan under this chapter in which the borrower agrees to make any 
scheduled repayment of the cash advance more than 25 calendar months from 
the date of making sueh the contract of loan. Every loan contract shall require 
payment of the cash advance and charges in installments which shall be payable 
at approximately equal periodic intervals; except, that payment dates may be 
omitted to accommodate borrowers with seasonal incomes. No installment 
contracted for shall be substantially larger than any preceding installment. 


“(j) Interest after due date of final installment. -- Interest as provided in this 
section shall not accrue or be recovered or charged on any loan made under this 
chapter for any longer than six months after the due date of the final installment of 
principal or interest. After the expiration of said six-month period, interest may be 
charged at a rate not to exceed eight percent per annum. 


"(k) Inducing borrower to become obligated under more than one contract. -- 
No licensee shall induce or permit any person or any husband and wife, jointly or 
severally, to become obligated directly or contingently or both under more than 
one contract of loan at the same time for the purpose of obtaining a higher rate of 
charge than would otherwise be permitted by this section. It shall be unlawful for 
any licensee to evade or attempt to evade this section by inducing a customer to 
borrow from another loan company in which he or she has a pecuniary interest or 
with whom he or she has an arrangement for exchange of customers. 


"(l) Liabilities of licensees making excess charges. Any licensee making any 
charge in excess of the amount authorized herein, except as the result of a 
deliberate violation of or reckless disregard for this chapter, shall refund to the 
borrower the total amount of the actual economic damages which at the licensee’s 
option may be done by payment to the borrower, or by reducing the amount of the 
borrower’s principal obligation. If the borrower is entitled to a refund and the 
licensee refuses to refund within 60 days after written demand, including the filing 
of a legal action, the licensee shall forfeit, in addition to the actual economic 
damages his or her right to any finance charge. lf the licensee has made an 
excess charge in deliberate violation of or in reckless disregard for this chapter, 
the licensee and the several members, officers, directors, agents, and employees 
thereof who shall have participated in a deliberate violation of or reckless 
disregard for this chapter, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor which, upon 
conviction, shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars 
($500) and not less than one hundred dollars ($100) or by imprisonment of not 
more than six months, or by both fine and imprisonment in the direction of the 
court. The remedies provided herein shall be the remedy of the borrower under 
this chapter as the result of this violation. No action under this section may be 
brought more than 18 months after the due date of the last scheduled payment of 
the agreement pursuant to which the charge was made.

"(a) Copy of contract or statement; receipts; payment in advance; release of 
obligation and security. -- Every licensee shall: 
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"(1) At the time a loan is made deliver to the borrower or, if there are two or 
more borrowers, to one of them a copy of the loan contract, executed by the 
borrower, orawritten statement in the English language showing in clear and 
distinct terms: 


“a. The name and address of the lender and one of the primary obligors on 
the loan: 


"b. The date of the loan contract:. 

“c. Schedule of installments or description thereof;. 
"d. The cash advance}. 

"e. The face amount of the note evidencing the loan;. 
“f. The amount collected or paid for insurance, if any:. 


"g. The amount collected or paid for filing or other fees allowed by this 
chapter;-ard. 


“h. The collateral or security for the loan. 


"(2) Give to the person making any cash payment on account of any loan a 
receipt at the time sueh the payment is made which receipt need only show the 
total amount of sueR the cash payment. No receipt shall be required in the case of 
payments made by the borrower’s check or money order, and the use of a coupon 
book system shall be deemed in compliance with this section. 


"(3) Permit the payment to be made in advance in any amount on any 
contract of loan at any time during a licensee’s regular business hours. 


"(4) Upon repayment of the loan in full, mark plainly every obligation and 
security signed by any obligor with the word "Paid" or "Cancelled," and release 
any mortgage, restore any pledge, and cancel and return any note and any 
assignment given to the licensee. 


"(b) Confessions of judgment; incomplete instruments. -- No licensee shall: 


"(1) Take any confession of judgment or any power of attorney running to 
himself or herself or to any third person to confess judgment or to appear for the 
borrower in a judicial proceeding; nor 


"(2) Take any note or promise to pay that does not disclose the total amount 
to be repaid, a schedule of payments or a description thereof and the agreed rate 
or aggregate amount of charge, nor any instrument in which blanks are left to be 
filled in after execution. 
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“(c) Installments. -- Every loan contract shall provide for repayment of 
principal and charges at approximately equal periodic intervals of time, which shall 
be so arranged that no installment is substantially greater in amount than any 
preceding installment. 


"(d) Absent other factors, a loan transaction does not create a confidential 
relationship between the borrower and the licensee nor does it give rise to or 
create a fiduciary duty on the part of the licensee. 


"§5-18-17. 


“(a) With respect to any insurance written in connection with any credit
